the controversy over gay priests 

was the same as my reaction to 
gays in the military: Of course, 
queer people should have the right 
to be soldiers, or sailors, or Marine 
drill sergeants, or covert intelli- 
gence operatives, or Catholic 
priests — but why would anyone 
want to? 

Of course, I grew up in the 
Catholic Church, so my opinion is 
jaded. Even as a kid, I couldn’t un- 
derstand why a guy would want to 
spend his life in an institution that 
is run entirely from the top down 
by a leader who answers only to 
God (and, of course, gets to tell the 
rest of us what God thinks), with a 
long list of strange and immutable 
rules that are utterly out of touch 
with the modern world. And, of 
course, there’s the celibacy prob- 
lem. 

Still, | know some people who 
loved the military life and were sad 
to be drummed out because of who 
they were, and there are a lot of 
people who very much want to bea 
part — a real, accepted part — of 
the Catholic Church, which is, after 
all, a very powerful community. 
And the rules that bar queer people 
from those roles are not only silly, 
painful, and a disgrace, but they’re 
also harmful to the institutions. 

There have been numerous re- 
ports of how antigay witch hunts 
hurt military readiness (at times 
like these, why would the United 
States want to kick out some of its 
best soldiers?) and actually under- 
mine morale. Now, as Joe Dignan 
reports on page 15, the Catholic 
Church is going to have to face a 
similar problem: Get rid of all the 
gay priests and there won't be very 
many priests left. 

The difference is that, in the end, 
the US military is an institution 
that has to respond to the Ameri- 
can people. It won't be long before 
a democratically elected US presi- 
dent orders the Pentagon to get 
over its antigay politics the way 
Harry Truman ordered an end to 
racial discrimination. And the gen- 
erals and admirals will do what 
they’re told. 

The Vatican doesn’t care a bit 
about what its American congre- 
gants want. It’s one of the last of 
the great absolute monarchies. 
Which leaves SF’s gay Catholics in 
an all-too-familiar situation: To 
stay faithful to the church, you have 
to defy it.

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Amend the pot bill 

Americans for Safe Access and med- 
ical marijuana patients threw their 
support behind San Francisco super- 
visor Ross Mirkarimi and his legisla- 
tion regulating medical cannabis dis- 
pensaries, but his bill must be amend- 
ed to protect the long-term diversity 
of services and care in San Francisco 
dispensaries. 

Supervisors understood for 
months of deliberations that San 
Francisco’s dense demographic made 
it impossible to require dispensaries to 
locate outside of 1,000 feet from 
schools and other facilities. The city 
was acting progressively when it chose 
a proximity limitation from schools of 
500 feet. At 1,000 feet from schools, 
new dispensaries would have to lo- 
cate in very few random districts in 
the city, placing the burden on pa- 
tients to travel sometimes long dis- 
tances for their medicine. 

So, surprisingly, in the last week 
prior to the passage of what many are 
calling historic legislation, Mirkarimi 
negotiated the “grandfathering in” of 
existing dispensaries at the expense of 
the 500-foot proximity rule. 

Mirkarimi and the board still have 
the opportunity to act quickly to re- 
store the 500-foot proximity rule 
through passage of a proposed 
cleanup bill. If the 1,000-foot rule is 
retained, progressive legislation will 
be sold out to “Big Pot.” The city’s 
dispensaries will disappear through 
attrition, and those that do survive 
will be located in very few areas of 
the city.

ed States ever manages to achieve a notice- 

able amount of racial justice, the catalyst 
might actually come from the southern states. The 
rationale is that the South, steeped in centuries- 
old traditions of resistance to white supremacy, 
has never been burdened with northern preten- 
sions of progress. We in San Francisco have a lot 
to learn about good ole southern bluntness as we 
often congratulate ourselves for diversity, even as 
African Americans are progressively emptied 
from this city. : 

This Thanksgiving week and beyond, the Bay to 
Gulf People’s Pipeline will travel to New Orleans 
to assist in the reconstruction of two New Orleans 
neighborhoods: Algiers and the Ninth Ward. This 
is a very different kind of activist convergence, 
where windows will be fixed, not broken. ~ 

We will work under the leadership of Com- 
mon Ground Collective, a group of African 
American New Orleanians who refused to move 
from their homes and have spearheaded clean- 
up and repair efforts since the hurricanes. With 
hammers, nails, sheetrock, and people power, we 
hopefully will be able to jump-start a beginning 
of the end of the diaspora of New Orleans. 
Common Ground has already achieved much: 
creating the first-ever community health clinic 
in Algiers, a mobile health clinic, repairing 
homes, and clearing tons of debris. The group 
has also started housing advocacy in the wake of 
mass evictions. 

What the mainstream media won't tell you is 
that African American neighborhoods are simply 
not being repaired. While affluent neighborhoods 
and tourist hubs enjoy restored electricity, most 
black areas still don’t. There is a method to this 
madness. Without electricity, decent sanitation, 
schools, and homes, poor people are unlikely to re- 
turn. This way, plans for a gentrified New Or- 
leans rebuilt around a casino model can proceed 
easily. Apparently the Bush administration has 
applied the Iraq approach to utility restoration in 
New Orleans. 

“People in the Bay Area and elsewhere really 


Ml any people have commented that if the Unit- 


don’t understand what’s going on in the Gulf,” 
said Natasha Dedrick, a caravanista who has al- 
ready been to New Orleans in support of Com- 
mon Ground’s efforts. “They think it’s getting 
cleaned up and restored,” she continues. “Actual- 
ly, outside of grassroots efforts, very little is hap- 
pening in poor, black, immigrant, and native 
areas. Our response as a people to the murderous 
neglect of poor and black folks will affect the fu- 
ture of this country. I would like to see that affect 
be a positive leap forward.” 

We are going to New Orleans for many good 
reasons. While we are eager to lessen human 
suffering, this is about solidarity, not charity. 
We are going to support African Americans’ 
and poor people’s political demand for the right 
to return to their city. We are going in order to 
back up the call that New Orleans can be rebuilt 


for and by its people instead of turning the Big - 


Easy into a tourist theme park. We are going to 
New Orleans because the struggle may be one of 
the central antiracist efforts in our lifetimes. 

“T feel as if this was my family and I want to be 
there,” Fenny Kuo, a People’s Pipeline caravanista, 
remarked. “As someone who has been active on 
housing issues in San Francisco, I can see exactly 
where developers would like to take New Orleans, 
further destroying entire neighborhoods.” 

This isn’t simply a one-shot deal, and we 
hope to build a people’s pipeline that will be in 
the fight for the long haul. Future delegations 
are planned for the winter and spring. With so 
many new, young activists traveling with us, 
we hope that the southern spirit of struggle 
will send back to San Francisco committed, de- 
termined organizers ready to tackle some of 
the very serious racial and economic justice 
problems here in our progressive enclave known 
as the Bay Area. **

SFUSD’s numbers problem 


narrowly dodged not just a bullet but a bazooka- 

size projectile last week when a strike that would 
have virtually shut down the schools was averted 
with only hours to spare. 

A tremendous amount of the credit for staving off 
this crisis goes to board president Eric Mar, who kept 
the district talking until the two sides could reach a 
deal, and Mayor Gavin Newsom, who intervened to 
encourage some reluctant board members to go along. 

But another major breakthrough came a few 
days before the final strike deadline, when the city 
controller, Ed Harrington, met with board members 
to present his analysis of the district budget. 
Newsom brought Harrington in to provide an in- 
dependent evaluation of what the district staff was 
saying — and his role demonstrates a major prob- 
lem with the way the school board and adminis- 
tration currently do business. 

From the start of the talks, Supt. Arlene Acker- 
man insisted that the union’s proposal would 
bankrupt the district and drive it into state re- 
ceivership. She and her staff stuck to that line all the 
way up to the moment a strike was inevitable, 
sources tell us. But Harrington, we're told, was able 
to present a different picture: Meeting the union’s 
demands would be expensive and involve some 
cuts in other areas, he said, but some of those cuts 
should have been made long ago anyway — and be- 
sides, it’s not good long-term fiscal planning to 
systematically underpay your staff and risk this 
kind of problem. A reasonable settlement, he told 
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the board, would by no means bankrupt the district. 

That helped sway some reluctant members to 
accept a deal with the union. 

If an independent budget analyst had been avail- 
able from the start of the talks, the situation might 
never have become this dire. The San Francisco 
supervisors use that model: Harvey Rose, the budg- 
et analyst, works for the board and only for the 
board and doesn’t have to answer to the mayor or 
any departments or commissions. 

All of Rose’s reports are made public immediately 
and help not only the supervisors but the press 
and public to understand the reality of the situation, 
beyond all the hype. 

This is far from an academic exercise: The San 
Francisco public school teachers are working with- 
out a contract, and there’s talk that if a settlement 
isn’t reached by the first of the year, the teachers 
union might strike, utterly paralyzing the schools. 

Before we go through this painful and potentially 
disastrous process again, the board needs to find the 
money to hire an outside budget expert. And if the 
school district is too strapped to afford it, the su- 
pervisors — who are now giving the schools mil- 
lions of dollars a year that need to be watched — 
should designate someone in Rose’s office as the 
school board’s budget analyst. 

If the district would bring on some outside budg- 
et help — and agree to abide by the city’s Sun- 
shine Ordinance — the teachers, the staff, the pub- 
lic, and the board members could stop making bad 
decisions in the dark. 


A rotten dam debate 


wealth Club of California sponsored a “debate” 

over the future of the Hetch Hetchy dam Nov. 
17, and the key part of the issue was almost entirely 
ignored. 

The panel that discussed tearing down the 
O’Shaughnessy Dam, in Yosemite National Park 
— the centerpiece of the city’s water system 
— included nobody who could address the most 
obvious, central argument against demolishing the 
dam. There was nobody to argue for public power. 

Sure, Susan Leal, the general manager of the San 
Francisco Public Utilities Commission, brought the 
issue up, but the SFPUC has refused to move on pub- 
lic power from the beginning. The facts that were 
largely missing from the debate — and entirely miss- 
ing from the Nov. 18 Chronicle story on it — were that 
Congress allowed the city to build the dam only be- 
cause it was supposed to generate public power, that 
it remains the centerpiece of any future public power 
system, and that the big winner in any move to tear 
down the dam would be Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 

It’s curious that the leaders in the tear-down 
movement define themselves as “environmental” 
groups, since the actual environmental impacts of 
removing the dam — at least in the immediate fu- 
ture — are pretty grim. Replacing more than 200 
megawatts of hydroelectric power in San Francisco 
would inevitably require more fossil-fuel generation, 
and that would likely mean at least one of the two 
pollution-billowing power plants in southeast San 
Francisco would stay open for many years. 

Sure, removing the dam some day is a valid goal, 
but sadly, this city is a long way — many years —

from being able to replace 200 megawatts with en- 
tirely renewable energy. 

The Raker Act of 1913 allowed San Francisco to 
build the dam for water — as long as it was also 
used for public power, as the anchor of a public 
power system designed to compete against PG&E. 
That fact makes San Francisco the only city in the 
United States with a federal mandate for public 
power. And discussion about the dam’s future has 
to start with that essential fact. 

But the Chronicle and the Commonwealth Club 
never contacted anyone from the public power 
movement to be on the panel. John Diaz, the Chron’s 
editorial page editor, told us he thought that Leal and 
the Modesto Irrigation district representative would 
cover the public power points (as if public power was 
just a sideshow in this grand debate). 

The Chron’s story made it appear as if the only 
issue was the cost of removal and the construc- 
tion of new water facilities (the costs, of course, 
would be huge — and would lead to absolutely no 
new revenue for a cash-starved city). The real cost 
— the threat of damaging the future of public 
power, which would bring hundreds of millions a 
year into city coffers — wasn’t even on the table. 

Shame on the Chron, the Commonwealth Club, 
the Environmental Defense Fund, and everyone 
else involved in this charade. We're all for talking 
about restoring Hetch Hetchy Valley — once the city 
has an established public power system and the 
ability to replace the power generation withmu- 
nicipally owned renewable energy. 

Until then, this sort of “debate” helps nobody but 
PG&E. %

How Mirkarimi balanced ‘Big Pot’ and the concerned 
neighbors around SF medical marijuana clubs

San Francisco's groundbreaking medical 
cannabis dispensary regulations have 
spared most of the city’s existing clubs 
but have limited sales to smaller quanti- 
ties and made it much more difficult for 
new dispensaries to open, thus striking a 
political balance that assured passage of 
the legislation. 

The ordinance, which was approved 
unanimously by the Board of Supervisors 
Noy. 15 and was expected to win final 
approval Nov. 22, after Bay Guardian 
press time, pitted dispensary supporters 
against neighborhood groups that ar- 
gued for tighter zoning restrictions and a 
cap on the number of dispensaries. 

An earlier draft of Sup. Ross Mirkari- 
mi’s ordinance was gutted by supervi- 
sors during a contentious hearing Oct. 18, 
attacked from the right for allowing too 
much marijuana to be grown or pur- 
chased, and from the left for proposed 
zoning rules that would force 15 clubs 
to close or relocate in concentrated areas 
(see “The Politics of Pot,” 10/26/05). 

Mirkarimi said he was torn between 
these competing imperatives, recently 
telling a community gathering that “there 
is ‘Big Pot’ now, there is monopoly in- 
terest in clubs who want to have a corner 
on the market.” 

But Mirkarimi said he didn’t have the 
votes on the board to grandfather in current 
clubs without ceding to demands for tight 
restrictions on new dispensaries. “This was, 
I think, the best we could come up with 
right now, he said. “We will keep chipping 
away at the ability to open new clubs.” 

Former city AIDS/HIV policy coordi- 
nator Bill Barnes — who was Sup. Chris 
Daly’s board aide before running against 
Mirkarimi for supervisor — brought the 
legislative process to a halt Oct. 21 by ap- 
pealing a determination that dispensaries 
were exempt from environmental review. 
This maneuver sparked three weeks of 
intense negotiations, compromises, 
amendments, and political deal-making 
that is far from over. 

“The devil is really in the details, and 
the question is how the city is going to im- 
plement the law,” Barnes told us. 

The compromise deal allows all but 
two of the city’s 33 dispensaries to re- 
main in their current locations and 
grandfathers in medical cannabis clubs in 
the South of Market neighborhood. But 
in return, restrictions on new dispen- 
saries were strengthened, requiring they 
be 1,000 feet from schools rather than 
500 feet as originally proposed. 

+ Caren Woodson, campaign director for 
the medical cannabis patients’ group Amer- 
icans for Safe Access, said the 1,000-foot 
restriction provides only a handful of ac- 


ceptable rental locations, squeezing out new ” 
clubs and limiting competition as old clubs 


lose their leases or are forced to relocate. 
“We could see an attrition rate where 
clubs drop off over the next few years,’ said 
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Kris Hermes, ASA legal campaign director. 
“That would effectively establish a de facto 
limitation on the number of dispensaries 
in the city, making it more difficult for pa- 
tients to access their medicine.” . 
Woodson said ASA will lobby for re- 
peal of the 1,000-foot restriction and is 
pleased that the ordinance forces the city 
to conduct an annual review on access to 
medical cannabis. 
Sups. Fiona Ma and Mirkarimi said

could be shut by the new regulations — which ban clubs in residential areas — 
although city officials are pledging to try to rezone the block so it can stay. 


they will submit legislation that would ex- 
empt relocating dispensaries from the 
1,000-foot rule. The Green Cross and Men- 
docino Health Alternatives dispensaries 
are both seeking to relocate but would be 
considered as new dispensaries under the 
current version of the ordinance. 

Green Cross operator Kevin Reed fears 
his relocation efforts will made even 
more difficult by an amendment intro- 
duced by Sup. Bevan Dufty mandating 
that dispensaries with suspended or re- 
voked permits are not considered to be in 
continuous operation. 

Reed says Dufty violated his due- 
process rights by pressuring the Depart- 
ment of Building Inspection to suspend 
his permit after neighborhood com- 
plaints, a charge Dufty denies. 

The Board of Appeals ruled that the 
Green Cross must move by March 22. 
Dufty’s amendment makes sure the 


dispensary zoning but were largely un- 
successful and were both absent from 
the 9-0 ordinance vote Noy. 15. 

In the compromise deal, dispensaries 
are excluded from residential and indus- 
trial districts, which impacts two dispen- 
saries in residential areas: the Vapor 
Room, at 609A Haight Street, and the 
Re-Leaf Herbal Center, at 2980 21st Street. 

“We are Lower Haight born and bred, 
and that’s where we want to stay, and 
that’s were we are going to stay,” said 
Martin Olive, cofounder of the Vapor 
Room. “We are just going to work real- 
ly hard at it, and it’s not going to be 
easy.” 

Dan Sider, of the San Francisco Plan- 
ning Department, said there is new leg- 
islation in the pipeline to rezone a por- 
tion of Haight Street to accommodate 
existing commercial activity and allow 
the Vapor Room to remain. Sider added 


that the Department of Public Health 
and the Planning Commission will hold 
public hearings to review each dispensa- 
ry application and allow neighbors to 
weigh in. 

Supporters of tighter dispensary re- 
strictions, including Mayor Gavin New- 
som and his political allies, also won a 
concession requiring clubs allowing on- 
site cannabis smoking to be located 1,000- 
feet from schools and recreation build- 
ings — which was understood to be re- 
quired by state law. Existing dispensaries 
that do not permit smoking must be at 
least 500 feet from a school. 

The provision would ban cannabis 


~ consumption at 13 dispensaries. But 


Mirkarimi inserted the phrase “unless 
not required by state law,” which leaves 
the door open for an interpretive ruling 
by the state Attorney General’s Office. 

Mirkarimi’s old boss, former San 
Francisco district attorney Terence Hal- 

linan, who represented 14 of the city’s 
dispensaries, opposes the smoking ban 
and believes that both this provision 
and the 1,000-foot restriction on new 
clubs will be challenged in court. 

Hallinan successfully championed an 
amendment that deleted record-keeping 
and inspection requirements for dispen- 
saries that he said would make it easier for 
federal authorities to prosecute dispensary 
owners. Despite the restrictions in the 
current ordinance, Hallinan said Mirkari- 
mi deserved the standing ovation he re- 
ceived for hammering out the ordinance 
and protecting existing clubs. 

“Tt was good, finally, to have a city and 
county step up and say it can be done, 
here is how it can be done,” Hallinan 
said. “With all of the little cities passing 
prohibitions and moratoriums and pan- 
icking, instead San Francisco has given 
some leadership along these lines.” 

Two additional amendments to the 
bill were also critical in addressing neigh- 
borhood concerns and giving Mirkarimi 
the votes he needed to protect existing 
clubs. One amendment was a sugges- 
tion from Michael Aldrich, former di- 
rector of the CHAMP dispensary, which 
limited cannabis purchases per dispen- 
sary visit from one pound to one ounce. 

“Most patients are not going to be 
able to buy much more than that per 
visit, and those who can afford to buy 
that much more are most likely to be 
reselling it,” Aldrich said. 

Sup. Michela Alioto-Pier also sought to 
mandate dispensary wheelchair access 
and limit the number of cannabis plants 
grown by patients and caregivers. She 
got her wish with an amendment that re- 
duced plant limits from 99 to 24 plants or 
25 square feet of total garden canopy. 

“There have been a few days when I 
would have been OK not being the 
front man trying to push this,” said 
Mirkarimi, who acknowledged that 
supporters of medical cannabis do not 
speak with one voice. “But what caused 
me not to abort the process was that I 
couldn't allow neglect or indifference 
to erode the progress that medical

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Sounding the alarm 


Seniors Organizing Seniors strives to provide 
a safe haven for homeless elderly

Mel Beetle, Bobby Bogan, Joanne Smith, and Ron ~ 


Lasher are all in their 60s and were recently homeless. 
But the four friends share more than their experience 
as seniors struggling to survive on the streets of San 
Francisco. They also share a vision: to found a hous- 
ing cooperative for elderly and disabled adults. 

“There’s nobedy speaking up for the seniors,” 
lamented Lasher, who's 65 and legally blind and who 
lost his home of 26 years when the Salvation Army de- 
cided to demolish a single-room occupancy hotel in 
the Tenderloin (See “Down but Not Out,” 5/14/03). 

So they got together three months ago and formed 
Seniors Organizing Seniors. The plan is still in its 
early stages, but it basically entails lobbying the city to 
donate one of its abandoned buildings to the project 
and highlighting the harsh living conditions faced by 
homeless seniors. 

To publicize their quest, they've begun writing let- 
ters to ABC’s Extreme Makeover: Home Edition and key 
TV personalities in the hope that someone will help 
with the necessary renovations and funding. Regard- 
less of whether they actually gain the support of 
Oprah or Dr. Phil, their vision addresses a dire need 
among SF's elderly poor: a place they can afford where 
they can access the services they need without fear of 
being evicted, abused, or ignored. 

Advocates say only 10 shelter beds remain that are 
specifically set aside for homeless seniors — who 
number at least 300, probably more. Mayor Gavin 
Newsom's Care Not Cash initiative gives shelter bed 
priority to people on city-paid General Assistance, 
from whose checks the city deducts money for shel- 
ter. Those who don't qualify for city welfare payments 
— like seniors (who tend to receive Social Security or 
Supplemental Security Income benefits) and immi- 


grants without green cards (most of whom are ineli- 
gible for government benefits) — are sometimes left 
with no place to go. 

Those who don’t receive a placement must wait in 
line, outdoors for much of the day, missing meals, in 
the hope of getting a bed for the night, then make their 
way from a central registration point to the shelter. 

“The setup, whereby you have to go sign up, 
then they provide no transportation, is a real mess,” 
Senior Action Network (SAN) housing organizer 
Barbara Blong told the Bay Guardian. “Newsom has 
always insisted he wants to get rid of the shelters,” 
so he hasn’t done much to address problems at the 
shelters, she said. 

Dariush Kayhan, the mayor's director of housing 
and homeless services, did not return our call for 
comment. - 

SOS has already achieved some small victories. Late 
last month, staff at the Sanctuary, a South of Market 
homeless shelter operated by Episcopal Community 
Services, kicked more than a dozen senior women out 
into the rain at 8 a.m. SOS helped them march to 
City Hall, where James Keys, a volunteer at Sup. Chris 
Daly’s office, got on the phone to Joyce Crumb, deputy 
director of housing and homeless programs. 

Crumb negotiated an agreement with ECS where- 
by the Sanctuary would remain open 24 hours a day 


_beginning immediately, rather than in November, 


when it normally switches to round-the-clock oper- 
ations for the rainy season. 

Now “you can sit on your bed [during the day], but 
you cant lie down,” Maureen Ghristenberry, one of the 
women turned out that day, told us. 

Christenberry is just the kind of person SOS aims 


‘to help. Sixty-two years old, handicapped, and re- 


covering from a collapsed lung that put her in the 


hospital for two months, she was lucky enough to re- 
ceive a 90-day placement at the Sanctuary. But she 


complains about conditions there and feels like she _ 


needs someone to advocate for her. 

Michelle King, a Sanctuary tenant who's helped care 
for seniors in the shelter system in recent years, also tes- 
tified to seeing abusive behavior directed at the elderly. 

“They don’t treat seniors with any respect,” she 
told us, adding that she’d seen staff “belittle” and 
“Yell at” a 73-year-old woman who was recently re- 
located to a nearby SRO, and whom she still checks 
in on to this day.

Woman's Place shelter before it was closed down in the 
summer to make space for a condo high rise.

ported seniors slept on thin mats on a concrete floor 
— with “no pillow, no sheets” — and were roused at 
6 aim., then had to lug their belongings with them 
wherever they went. 

“[m a little more feisty, a little more take-care-of- 
my-own-self,’ she said. “Some of the other women get 
intimidated. If they know someone's stealing from 
them, they won't turn them in, because they’re scared 
of getting beat up.” : 

ECS executive director Ken Reggio drew a dra- 
matically different picture of the shelters under his care: 
“We take a lot of pride in the way our staff treats 
clients,” he told us, adding that they participate in 
extensive trainings and that complaints are investigated 
by the site manager the very day they’re filed. But he 
understands the SOS mission. 

“A shelter is not the best place for seniors to be,’ Reg- 
gio acknowledged. He estimates ECS has placed more 
than 20 seniors into permanent housing at SRO ho- 
tels in the past one-and-a-half months. Indeed, Bee- 
tle, Bogan, Smith, and Lasher have all been placed in 
SROs. 

But they, and other seniors like them, pay at least 
half, and up to two thirds, of their incomes in rent for 
a small room with no private bathroom or kitchen. 
That doesn’t leave much for food, medicine, a phone, 
and other necessities. And advocates worry seniors 
who have trouble with mobility could havea hard time 
accessing food or medical care without someone 
checking in on them. 

“When they get the elderly into an SRO, they need 
to set up a support system and make it easier for peo- 
ple to visit,’ said King, who's had trouble contacting her 
73-year-old friend who moved to a nearby SRO. 

The city, SAN’s Blong told us, has failed to unify serv- 
ices for impoverished seniors under one roof. SOS, on 
the other hand, wants to charge just $200 a month, in- 
volve residents in running the place, and hire profes- 
sional staff as needed to provide in-home services. 

Or as Bogan put it, “We got to return some digni-

Sun rising 


Redevelopment Agency voluntarily 
adopts SF open government laws

he San Francisco Redevelopment 

Agency — which oversees devel- 

opment projects in areas covering 

2,800 acres that include Mid-Mar- 

ket, Mission Bay, Hunters Point, 
and the Western Addition — will soon be 
more open for public scrutiny after de- 
ciding to voluntarily abide by most of the 
city’s Sunshine Ordinance. 


Jim Morales; general counsel for the 


Redevelopment Agency, credited Sup. 
Ross Mirkarimi and the Sunshine Or- 
dinance Task Force with helping craft a 
version of the ordinance that best suits 
the agency. The agency’s board ap- 
proved the change Nov. 1, and it goes 
into effect Jan. 1. 

San Francisco's voter-approved open 
government laws, commonly known by 
the umbrella term “sunshine,” are some of 
the most stringent in the nation. They 
go well beyond similar state and federal 
laws in many areas, such as in requiring 
faster agency responses to records re- 
quests and providing more narrowly de- 
fined exemptions from disclosure.

Asa quasi-state agency, Redevelopment 
is only required to uphold the state Brown 
Act, requiring open meetings, and the Cal- 
ifornia Public Records Act. By adopting 
the Sunshine Ordinance, the agency makes 
itself more accountable in a way that could 
encourage other key government organi- 
zations, like the San Francisco Communi- 
ty College District, to follow suit. 

“T believe [the Redevelopment Agency] 
made a good first-step effort in linking up 
with the rest of San Francisco,” Mirkari- 
mi told the Bay Guardian. He then called 
out the San Francisco Unified School Dis- 
trict and the San Francisco Housing Au- 
thority, two agencies that were not creat- 
ed by San Francisco's City Charter and so 
are exempt from the Sunshine Ordinance. 

The school board is currently consid- 
ering a proposal to adopt the Sunshine 


» Ordinance. The Housing Authority has 


recently come under criticism for its lack 
of public accountability in allowing un- 
livable conditions in some public hous- 
ing projects (see “Biohazard,” 11/16/05), 
but spokesperson Mike Roetzer said he’s 
not aware of any plans to adopt the Sun- 
shine Ordinance there. 


Part of the reason the Redevelopment 
Agency agreed to abide by the Sunshine 
Ordinance was to establish consistency 
with other city agencies. Morales said 
most people who request information 
from the agency are San Francisco resi- 
dents, and many of them have grown 
used to the Sunshine Ordinance. The 
agency gets about 10 public records re- 
quests per month, he said. 

While the policy sends a positive mes- 
sage about public accountability, Mirkari- 
mi said there’s still work to do, consider- 
ing the agency’s policy is weaker than the 
Sunshine Ordinance. What's missing, he 
said, are guidelines for guaranteeing pub- 
lic access to agency meetings. 

Another problem is if a member of 
the public complains about the agency’s 
response to a Sunshine Ordinance re- 
quest, the complaint would get resolved by 
the agency instead of an independent 
body like the Sunshine Ordinance Task 
Force. But Morales said he doesn’t antic- 
ipate many public complaints. 

“I tried to find out when was the last 
time we denied a public records request, 
and we were hard-pressed to find an in- 
stance in the last few years,” he said. 

The Redevelopment Agency’s new pol- 
icy on sunshine may help shed light on its 
work at the Bayview—Hunters Point Naval 
Shipyard, the largest redevelopment area 
in the city’s history. It could also help 


neighbors better uncover secret plans in 
the Western Addition, like the partnership 
with Starbucks that was recently shot 
down by community opposition. 

Peter Scheer, director of the California 
First Amendment Coalition, told us he 
hopes this voluntary decision to adopt 
the Sunshine Ordinance becomes a model 
for other organizations that are current-

Ost Sunday mornings at about 9:30, three blocks from the corner of 18th 
nd Castro, a small group of men and women kneel just off the sidewalk 


They kneel in front of a roughly life-size statue of the Blessed Virgin 
other near the entrance to Most Holy Redeemer Catholic church and say 


the rosary. They rest their knees on an uncomfortable-looking metal platform, 
which is connected to a metal rail with a latticework grill with the word Maria 


wrought in metal letters. 


Hail Mary, full of grace! The Lord is 
with you. Blessed are you among women, 
and blessed is the fruit of your womb, 
Jesus. Holy Mary, mother of God, pray for 
us sinners, now and at the hour of our 
death. Amen. 

They repeat the prayer about 50 
times. 

It’s an ancient ritual, and these days, 
in most Catholic churches, the people 
saying the rosary are old women in 
black veils. 

At this church, the rosary ladies are 
gay men. 


Each Sunday an overwhelmingly gay 
congregation gathers at Most Holy Re- 
deemer, on Diamond Street, for servic- 


"es that seem to embody an almost ir- 


reconcilable contradiction: It’s a thriv- 
ing parish of a church that calls the sex 
lives of its members a mortal sin. 
Each Sunday they come from all over 
the Bay Area, from as far away as Valle- 
jo. While a few homeless dot the con- 
gregation, as they meet on the sidewalk 
they’re neatly dressed, freshly pressed in 
tidy jeans, khakis, button-downs, and 
polos. There’s a little flirting. They hug 


and joke. Latecomers hustle up the 
stairs. 

Most Holy Redeemer (MHR to its 
congregants) has been ministering to 
gay Catholics since the AIDS crisis hit 
San Francisco, in the early 1980s. In a 
city where most Catholic churches are 
big, drafty places with long stretches of 
oak pews between huddled clumps of 
parishioners, MHR presents another 
anomaly: a full house. 

It’s one of the most successful parish- 
es in the city — and what it represents 
is directly at odds with the beliefs and 


iy 


teachings of the Catholic Church, par- 
ticularly those of the new pope, Bene- 
dict XVI, formerly known as the con- 
servative doctrinal enforcer Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger. 

In fact, on Nov. 29, the Vatican is 
expected to release a new ruling aimed 
at cracking down on gay priests in the 
Catholic Church and making judg- 
ments on the morality of homosexu- 
ality. 

The most recent versions reportedly 
include requirements that a candidate 
be celibate for three years before ap- 
plying to the seminary to be trained as 
a priest. A secular Italian newspaper, I] 
Giornale, reported last week that the 
document says the Church “cannot 
admit to the priesthood those who 
practice homosexuality, present deeply 
rooted homosexual tendencies or sup- 
port the so-called ‘gay culture.” 

The witch hunt is already well under 
way: In October a team of five inspec- 
tors descended on Saint Patrick’s sem- 
inary in Menlo Park, with a mission to 
examine, among other things, evidence 
of homosexuality there. Its findings re- 
main a tightly guarded secret. 

But it’s no secret to anyone that driv- 
ing out gay priests would be, well, a bit 
unworkable. If the Vatican forced out all 
the gay seminarians and priests, par- 
ticularly in San Francisco, there 
wouldn't be many people left to tend to 
the Catholic flock. 

Father Donald Cozzens, author of 
The Changing Face of the Catholic 
Priesthood and head of Saint Mary Sem- 
inary in Cleveland, Ohio, estimated in 
his book that as many as 50 percent of 
American priests are gay. 

“Tf they were to eliminate all those 
who were homosexually oriented ... it 
would mean the resignation of at least 
a third of the bishops of the world,” 
said Richard Sipe, a psychotherapist 
and former priest. 

“Tt would decimate the priesthood,” 
said Most Holy Redeemer parishioner 
Rob Hopke, who on a recent Sunday 
morning was saying the rosary outside 
before mass. 

And a darkening attitude toward gays 
would put the parishioners of Most 
Holy Redeemer in a very unpleasant 
spot: The only way they would be able 
to keep their parish openly gay and ac- 
cepting of homosexuality would be to 


actively defy the pope — and hope the 


new archbishop of San Francisco, who 
has yet to be appointed, will let them get 
away with it. 


MHkR is about a block and a half from 
the strip of gay bars that have become 
the semiofficial social centers of San 
Francisco’s ardently secular gay com- 
munity. The sidewalk across the street 
from the church and up toward Colling- 
wood Park (in front of what used to be 
the church’s convent and is now an 
AIDS hospice) is a favored gay men’s 
cruising spot. 


On the surface, it’s an odd location 
for a successful Catholic church: Many 
gays, especially Catholics, fled Christian 
religions as they discovered their own 
sexuality — and the Church con- 
demned them as sinful for practicing it. 

For some, “Mass” became an ironi- 
cally named, long-running Sunday- 
evening dance party — and a religious 
experience of another kind. 

Yet a surprising number of gay men 


“have flocked to the priesthood. 


And while the conventional expla- 
nation is that gay men entered the celi- 
bate priesthood to flee their sexuality, 
Most Holy Redeemer’s pastor, Father 
Stephen Meriwether, says that more 
likely is what he calls the natural incli- 
nation of gay men toward the helping 
professions. 

But since the ascension of Pope Bene- 
dict XVI this spring, and the move of 
San Francisco’s Archbishop William 
Levada to Rome, the future of gays in 
the Catholic Church, and at Most Holy 
Redeemer, is very much in question. 
The new pope’s record “has been one of 
unrelenting, venomous hatred for gay 
people,” said Matt Foreman, head of 
the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force. 

And that, coupled with the uncer- 
tainty of whom Pope Benedict will ap- 
point to replace Levada as archbishop of 
San Francisco, has some MHR parish- 
ioners worried. 

“Now, more anxiety,’ Hopke said. 
“The new archbishop is like a ‘gulp, 
The pool of candidates is so conserva- 
tive. I think we're going to have some 
tough times ahead.” 

Still, on a recent Sunday morning, 
Hopke and his group were in front of 
the Blessed Virgin Mother statue in the 
bright sunlight. More people were ar- 
riving. “God’s inclusive love proclaimed 
here,” the parish bulletin said. They 
clumped in groups of three or four on 
the sidewalk. Chatting. Laughing. 

Before mass, at the top of the big 
stairs leading to the sanctuary, Meri- 
wether stood greeting the arrivals. The 
parishioners renovated the building in 
2000 and rearranged the sanctuary so it 
would seem less daunting. The pews 
now surround the altar on three sides so 
the priest can stand out in the middle of 
the congregation. 

Meriwether, in brightly colored vest- 
ments, hugged everyone he knew — 
and he knew a lot of the congregants. 

Each has different personal experi- 
ences, with different levels of commit- 
ment to the faith. Mine are at the bot- 
tom of the sliding scale of devotion.

I flunked catechism because of Satur- 
day-morning cartoons. I'd get up, still in 
my pajamas, and turn on the TV. I'd 
fold myself up in one of the living room 
chairs and turn the big brown Bakelite 
knob and watch Rocky and Bullwinkle. 
Dreading someone else would wake up,

I'd keep the volume down until 10, 
when catechism was over. 

The classes weren't supposed to be 
challenging — just show up and you'd 
pass. But I didn’t. 

Once in class I parroted a song by 
Tom Lehrer, the piano-playing night- 
club performer and math professor 
from UC Santa Cruz, pleased to be able 
to bring something from outside the 
class that was relevant to the subject at 
hand: 


First you get down on your knees 

Fiddle with your rosaries 

Bow your head with great respect 

And genuflect, genuflect, genuflect 

Do whatever steps you want if 

You have cleared them with the 
Pontiff 

Everybody say his own kyrie eleison 

Doir the Vatican Rag 


The teacher sent me into the hall. 

My mother had told my father that 
the song was blasphemous. I remember 
worrying whether God was listening, 
and if He would mind. 

When I went to Saint Brigid Church 
in San Francisco with my mother as a 
kid, she had to drag me, and I sat in 
what was the most stultifying boredom 
I have ever known. Time stopped. 

I can’t put a finger on exactly when I 
became a Catholic. The process seems to 
have happened by osmosis and wasn’t 
entirely voluntary. In a way, being a gay 
Catholic is like being a child in an abu- 
sive family, with a father who is ridi- 
culing and forever trying to push his 
child away. 

Ask around at Most Holy Redeemer, 
and many tell similar stories. 


Most Holy Redeemer’s organizers say 
that about two thirds of the 900-niem- 
ber congregation is gay or lesbian. Al- 
most all the members are people who 
call themselves “cradle Catholics,” peo- 
ple who were brought up in the Church. 
But many, usually when they started 
thinking of themselves as gay, drifted 
away. Now, they say, they've come back 
because Most Holy Redeemer welcomes 
them. 

The man who for many years was 
president of New York City’s gay and 
lesbian center, David Nimmons, has 
written books about gay social science, 
and he runs workshops to help gay men 
understand themselves. Nimmons 
sometimes opens the classes by saying 
that alienation and separation from 
their families — and religions — is one 
of the most daunting challenges facing 
gay men. The common perception, he 
says, especially in the age of AIDS, is 


that most gay men die alone of a hor- * 


rible disease. 

But Most Holy Redeemer provides a 
community. The feeling is palpable in 
the sanctuary on Sundays. “It’s like com- 
ing home,” one parishioner said. 


Part of the Catholic Mass gives the 
congregation a chance to offer each 
other a sign of peace. In most churches, 
attendees give each other perfunctory 


‘handshakes, but at MHR, Meriwether 


wanders the front row, greeting people 
he knows, as others traverse the sanc- 
tuary. The ritual goes on for minutes. 

And almost every time I go to Most 
Holy Redeemer and stand with these 
people,I cry. 

I asked Patrick Mulcahey, who is one 
of the most active parishioners and has 
been for at least 10 years, after mass 
one Sunday whether he shared my 
weeping problem. Mulcahey was one 
of the organizers of MHR’s supper pro- 
gram — where about 110 homeless 
people are served a sit-down meal by 
the parishioners and other volunteers 
every Wednesday. 

Mulcahey stopped in his tracks at 
my question. ; 

Just because I asked, I guess, his eyes 
started to well up. “Still?” 

“Yes,” he said. “Pretty often.” 

“Why?” 

Long pause. 

“They're tears of joy,” he said. 

Like most parishioners, he said, “It’s 
because I feel like I’m part of some- 
thing.” 


Catholics like me are used to fighting 
the hierarchy — and not just over social 
issues. 

The church of my memories, my 
childhood community, was Saint Brigid. 
The traditionally Irish church at Van 
Ness Avenue and Broadway here in San 
Francisco was closed by the archdio- 
cese in 1994. Saint Brigid was a thriving 
parish. It had 1,500 members and about 
three quarters of a million dollars in 
its parish bank account. Yet the arch- 
diocese said it was struggling. Later, the 
San Francisco Examiner discovered a 
secret planning report that put the value 
of the land under Saint Brigid at more 
than $6 million — and drew a straight 
line between all that money and the 
decision to close the church. 

This past January the archdiocese 
announced it wanted to demolish the 
100-year-old church, sell the land un- 
derneath it, and use the $8 million it 
thought it could get to pay the cost of 
child abuse claims, rather than sell 


_other, secular properties. I helped lead 


a campaign to stop the demolition. 

And we won, sort of. The San Fran- 
cisco Board of Supervisors, in partic- 
ular president Aaron Peskin, made it 
clear to the archdiocese that it would 
never get a permit to demolish the 
building. And when Archbishop Ley- 
ada was promoted to Rome, and our 
group made overtures toward pur- 
chasing and renovating the church, 
the archdiocese’s property manager 
assured us “absolutely nothing will 
happen to Saint Brigid until the new 
archbishop is installed.” 

Two. months later the archdiocese 
sold Saint Brigid to the Academy of Art 
College to be turned into a lecture hall. 
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At a typical mass, after the gospel read- 
ing, Meriwether takes to the floor for his 
homily. He wanders among the con- 
gregants, a wireless microphone clipped 
to his vestments, but his preaching has 
the character of a chat between friends. 

Torn between the doctrine of his 
church and his duty to_his parishioners, 
he is careful not to criticize his superi- 
ors. Before Benedict’s election, Most 


Holy Redeemer parishioners predicted 
a more moderate cleric would be ele- 
vated to pope. When Benedict took 
over, Meriwether joked in his homily, “T 
went into retreat for a week.” 

As Cardinal Ratzinger, Benedict was 
the author of the infamous 1986 Hal- 


loween letter, in which he described ho- 
mosexuality as “a more or less strong 
tendency ordered toward an intrinsic 
moral evil; and thus the inclination it- 
self must be seen as an objective disor- 
der.” At the same time, he banished Dig- 
nity, a gay Catholic group, from meet- 
ing on Church property — a ban that 
remains in effect to this day. 

A few days ago, in an interview in a 
Castro Street coffee shop around the 
corner from the church, Meriwether, 
53, graying and in a button-down shirt 
and slacks, worried out loud about what 
might happen to Most Holy Redeemer 
under a homophobic pope and a new 
archbishop — especially in the wake of 
the Saint Brigid sale. 

“Which of course frightens even peo- 
ple at MHR. They’re always wonder- 
ing, ‘When is it going to happen to us?’” 
Meriwether told me. “Because they can’t 
be happy with us.... 1 think the diocese 
would like to see us keep a very low 
profile. ... What does that mean, you're 
supposed to crawl under a rock? You 
can’t ask people to do that. It’s a very 
ambivalent attitude.” ; 

Meriwether thinks that even though 
the Vatican’s policy on gay priests hasn’t 
been released yet, “what they’re saying 
is that if you're willing to deny it, then 
that’s OK.” 
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What the archdiocese could easily 
do, Meriwether said, is to muzzle the 
congregation by forbidding members to 
march in the gay pride parade, which 
they do every June, and by forbidding 
them to place their advertising in gay 
newspapers like the Bay Area Reporter. 
By making them less visible, it could 
push MHR’s parishioners back toward 
the closet and again make the people 
whom the Church drove away once, 
painfully reconsider their decision to 


come back. And it could cause those 
people a lot of pain. 

“Most Holy Redeemer is a real flash 
point for conservative Catholics,” Meri- 
wether said. 

If the archdiocese came down hard 
on Most Holy Redeemer, how would 
he feel? “Very compromised. ... As pas- 
tor, yes, you have to uphold the teaching 
and the discipline of the Church, but 
you also have to bea father to your 
parishioners,” he said. Would Most Holy 
Redeemer be closed entirely? Ironically, 
because MHR isn't financially success- 
ful, that seems unlikely. Meriwether said 
that, at least in part because, unlike 
Saint Brigid, which had about $750,000 
in its bank account when it was closed, 
MHR still owes for the 2000 renova- 
tion — about a million dollars. 

The debt is a sort of poison pill the 
archdiocese would have to swallow if 
it decided to finally silence the church. 

Meriwether said the Catholic Church 
in San Francisco would have a difficult 
time recruiting new members from out- 
side its traditional bases, what he called 
“touchstone Catholics,” because the 
people the Church might attract to its 
core values of charity and caring for 
others object to its stance on issues like 
divorce and contraception. 


“The divorced and remarried can- © 


not receive the Eucharist. So they're in 
a bind,” Meriwether said, noting that 
the Church constantly reminds the di- 
vorced and remarried that they're full, 
participating members of the Church 
— and should live out the life of the 
Church to the fullness of their capacity 
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— except they can’t receive the central 
mystery of the Church. 

“That’s not something that a local 
bishop can change.... That obviously is 
a major obstacle,” he said. 

So the Catholic Church, in a place 
like San Francisco, will probably have 
trouble with evangelization — except 
with those it has already inculcated, 
somehow, early on in their childhood. 

Like me. 


On the telephone from+Virginia, Mel 
White, who leads Soulforce, exploded 
with invective when I asked him about 
Pope Benedict. : 

“Now you have a-warlord at the top. 
He has literally come straight out of 
the Middle Ages and taken control of 
the Church,” White said. 

His group says its mission is “free- 
dom for lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender people from religious and 
political oppression through the prac- 
tice of relentless nonviolent resistance.” 
Three members of his group were ar- 
rested at the US Conference of Catholic 
Bishops in Washington, DC, in 2002, 
where the bishops developed a response 
to the pedophilia scandal in the Church 
that-White said was inadequate and 
opaque response. 

Soulforce went to Rome six weeks. 
ago to try to meet with Vatican offi- 
cials and speak for gays and lesbians in 
the Church. “They called the Swiss 
Guard on us because we wouldn't leave,” 
he said. 

White said the Catholic Church is 
the last major organization in the West 
with an antidemocratic structure. “The 
Church has to be taken back by those 
who own it, just like the country was 
here, 200 years ago.” 

But Meriwether said he doesn’t hold 
out much hope for the democratiza- 
tion of the Church. 

Unlike in a civil revolution, where 
the revolutionaries get control of the 
palace and get to build their own gov- 
ernment, the pope is unlikely to step 
down. So activists will have to change 
minds, not rulers. 

“Although the Church speaks favor- 
ably of democracy, it’s not our favorite 
form of government. We’re really 
harkening back to the Catholic 
monarch who is going to enforce what 
we consider to be good and just laws. 
That’s his responsibility ...” 

Otherwise known as feudalism? 

“Yep, yep,” Meriwether said. 

Torn both outside and in, White 
thinks America’s disenfranchised 
Catholics have two choices. “If the 
Church is destroying your spirit, then 
you've got to get out of it. But if you're 
in a good local church, then you've got 
to stay and fight. 

“This priest [Meriwether] needs your 
help, and you need to stand behind 
him.” 

But the odds are terrible. White told 
the story of Alfredo Ormando, a gay 
Sicilian writer who lit himself on fire

Catholic Church 
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in Saint Peter’s Square, in January 
1998, and died in protest of the treat- 
ment of gays in the Church. White 
said the Vatican refuses even to speak 
about the incident. 

“T hope they'll understand the mes- 
sage I want to leave,” Ormando wrote. 
“Tt is a form of protest against the 
Church that demonizes-homosexuali- 
ty and at the same time all of nature, 
because homosexuality is‘a child of 
Mother Nature.” 

In 1999, in a ruling authored by Car- 
dinal Ratzinger, the Vatican silenced 
Sister Jeannine Gramick and Father 
Robert Nugent, a nun and priest who 
ran an affirming ministry for gays and 
lesbians. 

“For the good of the Catholic faith- 
ful,” the future pope wrote to their su- 
periors, “... they are permanently pro- 
hibited from any pastoral work involv- 
ing homosexual persons and are ineli- 


gible, for an undetermined period, for- 


any office in their respective religious 
institutes.” 


In addition to the churches, San Fran- 
cisco’s archbishop runs several pro- 
grams, which get the bulk of their fund- 
ing from the city government. Out of a 
total budget of about $24 million, 
Catholic Charities CYO gets about $17 
million of that directly from the city of 
San Francisco. 

The money goes to operating HIV 
service centers and homeless shelters. 
According to the city official who ad- 
ministers the contracts for the city, 
Dave Curto, there are no religious over- 
tones, and they can’t be religious-based 
services. 

Curto, who used to work for 


Catholic Charities, says Catholic Char- 
ities has a separate board, of which the 
archbishop is the chair. And the board, 
according to both Curto and Meri- 
wether, has many gay and lesbian mem- 
bers. But ultimately, Meriwether says, 
the archbishop makes the decisions. 

Catholic Charities almost lost its 
funding when the city enacted its 1996 
Equal Benefits Ordinance, which re- 
quires anyone doing business with the 
city to give its employees’ domestic 
partners the same benefits it gives 
spouses. 

Catholic Charities ultimately agreed 
to a compromise whereby it pays ben- 
efits to one other member of an em- 
ployee’s household (never mind who 
they are, an aunt, a brother, a spouse, or 
a domestic partner) and so avoids any 
discussion of what sorts of relation- 
ships its employees might get into. 

Sup. Tom Ammiano, himself a gay 
Catholic, helped craft that compro- 
mise. 

“If any organization that gets fund- 
ing from the city discriminates in any 
way, their funding is in serious jeop- 
ardy,” Ammiano said. 

He called the Church’s hierarchy 
“hermetically sealed.” 

In 2002 many hoped the child abuse 
scandals that were then coming to a 
head would bring accountability to the 
management of the Church. But that 
appears not to have happened. In 
Boston the diocese is in litigation with 
the congregations of several healthy 
parishes that were closed to raise 
money to pay abuse claims. Even the 
appearance of public accountability in 
the abuse crisis in San Francisco va- 
porized when the founding chair of 
the independent review board assigned 
to look into abuse claims resigned last 


.November, accusing Church leaders of 


“deception, manipulation, and con- 
trol” after Archbishop Levada blocked 
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the release of the panel’s findings. 

“I think one can have a spiritual 
hunger and not be doctrinaire,” Am- 
miano said. “I think that the Church in 
general requests that — and has dis- 
played its own hypocrisy over the years. 
Yet we still decide to stay with it — 
and for that we get rejected. 

“So go figure.” 


Out on the sidewalk in front of Most 
Holy Redeemer after a mass this sum- 
mer, City Attorney Dennis Herrera 
joined the group of well-wishers after 
his press secretary, Matt Dorsey, was 
confirmed, at age 40, into the Catholic 
Church. 

For me, as for many, the teachings of 
the Church — “Love God. Love your 
neighbor” — are inextricably knotted 
up in Catholic ritual. To say, “I'm no 
longer Catholic,” would be to throw 
the whole I-thought-settled question 
of what is good and bad, or right and 
wrong, back into debate. It would flick 
my moral compass like the spinner on 
a board game. 

Dorsey’s tog. He’s decided to fight. 
“Because it’s my faith and my tradi- 
tion,” Dorsey wrote to me after the cer- 
emony, “and I have as much right to be 
Catholic as the pope. 

“The fact that I consider the Repub- 
lican leadership of the federal govern- 
ment abhorrent doesn’t make me seri- 
ously consider leaving the United 
States. Why would I abandon my 
church because of its leadership? 

“Besides, the biggest threat to the 
liberal tradition of the Catholic Church 
isn’t conservatives in the Vatican — it’s 
apathetic liberals. If anything, this pa- 
pacy should make liberal Catholics 
more determined to be a part of their 
church, not less.

Educating Minds and Hearts to Change the World 
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"NEIGHBORHOOD BUSINESS 


en years ago, SoMa was still pri- 
marily a warehouse district, 
home to small industry, empty 
buildings, and the city’s club 
scene. The low cost of commer- 
cial space and accessibility to the free- 
way and public transportation began 
to attract small companies just begin- 
ning to cash in on the New Economy, 
as former president Bill Clinton gush- 
ingly hyped it. After the dot-bomb 
dropped, the area continued to grow, 
sprouting a stadium and towers of 
condos; commercial vacancies rose, 
rents fell, and once again, tech com- 
panies started moving to South Park. 

But with these hopefuls, there’s also 
humility. You're probably not going to 
see the kind of lavish spending that 
characterized the first boom, as when a 
charlatan used five million dollars in 
venture capital to book the Who for his 
fake dot-com’s launch party. As the 
new companies make their mark on 
the mainstream, they’re careful not to 
be so easily seduced by investor money. 

Technorati (665 Third St., Suite 207, 
www.technorati.com), a search index 
for blogs, was one of the first of the 
new start-ups to move into the neigh- 
borhood in late 2004, according to 
community manager Niall Kennedy. 
Its interior reveals a jumble of sal- 
vaged office furniture, shared rooms, 
and engineers hunched over laptops. 

Technorati's CEO and founder, 
David Sifry, a veteran of the boom and 
bust, recalls where he made a wrong 
turn. Having started out as an organiz- 
er of the Bay Area Linux Users Group 
in 1994, he cofounded Linuxcare with 
two friends in 1998. Eighteen months 
later, the company was growing expo- 
nentially, having amassed $70 million 
in venture capital. “Growing from 3 
employees to 480 is insane,” he lament- 
ed, noting the increased overhead, bad 
hiring decisions, and poisonous office 
politics such growth often entails. 
While Linuxcare is still around, Sifry 
has moved on. 

With Technorati, he’s holding the 
reins more tightly. A modest stable of 
30 employees maintains the compa- 
ny’s index of nearly 19 million blogs 
from around the world, for which it 
provides “real-time” searches on 
everything from knitting to politics. 

Sifry wrote the original code for in- 
dexing blogs in late 2002 simply be-

cause he wanted to keep track of what 
people in the blog world were saying 
about him. Eventually, he realized the 
tool could allow for more group dis- 
cussion between bloggers. By July 
2003 America Online had come 
knocking, and venture capitalists fol- 
lowed in early 2004. But Sifry turned 
them away, saying, “Venture money is 
not always the best solution.” 

A short walk from Technorati are 
the offices of Six Apart (548 Fourth 
St., www.sixapart.com), which pro- 
duces blog software like Movable 
Type and LiveJournal and runs a paid 
hosting service, TypePad. Like Tech- 
norati, the start-up developed tools 
for in-house use-that proved popular 
enough to garner demand from other 
bloggers. Though its offices, decorated 
with Herman Miller furniture, are 
more posh than its neighbor’s, it 
should be duly noted that unlike many 
dot-coms of the previous generation, 
Six Apart developed a steady revenue 
stream (from software licenses and 
subscriptions) before accepting invest- 
ment capital. 

Movable Type’s product manager, 
Jay Allen, also a boom veteran, thinks 
VC money and hype get in the way of 
quality products and sustainable

growth. “The crazy influx of cash 
brought a crazy influx of people want- 
ing to capitalize,” he admitted. 

Six Apart has planned its growth 
cautiously. As it acquired LiveJournal, 
founded by Brad Fitzpatrick in 1999, it 
made sure not to cannibalize the user 
base by forcing unwelcome changes on 
the product. As a result, the user base 
has grown by more than 50 percent. 

Aside from affordable léases, another 
great reason for tech companies to move 
back to SoMa is that many of the build- 
ings are already equipped for a high- 
tech environment. Philip Kaplan moved 
his company, AdBrite (25 Stillman, sec- 
ond floor, www.adbrite.com), into the 
former home of a failed Internet service 
provider earlier this year. The building 
came equipped with thousands of 
phone lines that had served the old 
modem bank and unused fiber-optic 
backbone to connect to the Internet — 
all for $1.25 a square foot. “Internet 1.0 
came in, made everything perfect, and 
then left,” joked Kaplan, who originally 
developed AdBrite’s technology for his 
previous project, Fucked Company — 
the harbinger of the tech industry’s 
rapid decline. 

Having moved from his apartment- 
office in New York City, Kaplan said he 
preferred SoMa’s urban environs to his 
business’s former Bay Area location, in 
Mountain View. 

Entrepreneurs and investors today 
would be well served to read Kaplan’s 
book, 150 Short Stories about Internet 
Companies, a compilation of dot-com 
histories detailed on Fucked Company. 
Internet 2.0’s new model is: Stay small, 
independent, and passionate. **

Good drugs 


y favorite news bump of the past couple of months started in one of 
my favorite Canadian cities: Saskatoon. Researchers there at the 
University of Saskatchewan demonstrated that marijuana rejuve- 
nates cells in the hippocampus, an area of the brain associated with 
learning and memory. Neuroscientist Xia Zhang and his team 
injected rats with a superpotent chemical synthesized to resemble a chemi- 


- cal found in a typical puff of pot. And, under the influence of this mega- 


marijuana, the-rats started growing new brain cells. 

Please tell me this means that all those annoying PSAs with Rachael Leigh 
Cook smashing things and talking about “your brain on drugs” will have to 
be rethought — or possibly just erased from the nation’s cultural memory. 
Then again, with all those new brain cells we'll be growing, it might be hard 
for us to forget. 

I don’t want to jump on the I-told-you-so bandwagon about this, because 
the U of S study comes with all the usual disclaimers: Rats aren’t the same

as people; the drug the rats took wasn’t exactly the same as marijuana; the 
drug was administered in ultradoses; don’t do this at home; etc. But it’s still 
hard not to dance around a little when I find a good, solid scientific study 
that doesn’t just reiterate all the old propaganda about how pot rots your 
brain and turns you into a zombie. 

There are a lot of weird historical reasons for that propaganda, not the 
least of which is racism. Alcohol, a drug that is arguably more debilitating 
and socially destructive than pot, is a European vice. Pot, on the other hand, 
was used by Natives across the Americas. It was outlawed in the United 
States during the 1930s — roughly around the same time young Natives 
were being rounded up and put into orphanages to be “civilized.” It was also 
around this time that black jazz musicians were enjoying the weed as well. 

But no group was more closely associated with marijuana than Mexicans. 
In 1935 a representative from a California antidrug group told the New York 
Times, “Marihuana, perhaps now the most insidious of our narcotics, is a 
direct by-product of unrestricted Mexican immigration.” Legislators chose to 
use the Mexican word for the drug to intensify this connection. And pot reg- 
ulation started in states near the Mexican border — where it was being 
imported at a rapid clip — and culminated in the 1937 Marihuana Tax Act, a 
federal law that made nearly all pot trafficking a crime. 

None of the legislation that prohibited marijuana sales was motivated by 
health concerns. In fact, the hearings leading up to the 1937 law dealt very 
little with “this is your brain”-style issues: The main evidence used to 
demonstrate the ill effects of marijuana (other than its connection with 
Mexicans) was a few sensationalist articles from Hearst newspapers about 
how pot turned upstanding citizens into criminals. 

After the Marihuana Tax Act went into effect, law enforcement gradually 
cracked down on all the US citizens trying frantically to grow their hip- 
pocampi. But people interested in bringing scientific fact into this mystified 
kerfuffle were also there trying to remind everyone that drugs weren't the 
problem. , 

I was reminded of this quite forcefully the other day when I picked up a 
first edition of Aldous Huxley’s 1946 monograph Science, Liberty, and Peace 
on the street in New York City’s East Village. In it, Huxley argues that the 
government uses science to keep its citizens in line, thus perverting science 
from its aim of enlightenment. Huxley is also the author of another famous 
monograph, The Doors of Perception, a very eloquent deferise of mescaline 
and other banned drugs as tools for mind expansion. As his novel Brave 
New World makes clear, Huxley was well aware of the negative uses to which 
drugs could be put, but he still argued that people should be free to try 
them, because they might also have educational properties nobody under- 
stood yet. | 

The guys with stoned rats over at U of S are scientists in the Huxley tradi- 
tion: They refuse to be cowed by propaganda that prevents us from discov- 
ering the possible benefits of drugs. I don’t know about you, but I'm feeling 
kind of high on science right now. “

By Paul Reidinger 


hen given the choice between 

a “regular” and a “super” bur- 

rito, most of us — I am specu- 

lating, but with the utmost 

™ confidence — take the super. 

Super is one of those great American 
words, like great, so that is probably a 
seducing factor, as is the prospect of get- 
ting something bigger, better, and fanci- 
er, all of which means, to the American 
ear, better. The super burrito’s enhance- 
ments vary slightly from place to place, 
but every place I’ve ever been to here 
adds at least guacamole and sour cream, 
and it is the sour cream, I think, that is 
the magic and addictive ingredient. 

Mexican sour cream is noticeably 
different from the gelatinous stuff we 
buy in tubs at the supermarket. It is a 
little runnier and a lot tangier, and in 
those respects bears at least as close a 
relation to créme fraiche, buttermilk, 
and Greek or Turkish yogurt as to yan- 
qui sour cream — against which I have 
nothing, I hasten to add. But you do 
have to spoon it, which is a prosaic ac- 
tivity. Mexican sour cream, on the 
other hand, is usually /adled onto 
whatever it is you've asked it to be la- 
dled onto, and the dripping sensuality 
of this casual act captures the imagina- 
tion and lingers long into the act of 
eating the food so blessed. 

The magic of El Metate is not limit- 
ed to dousings of Mexican sour cream 
on much of the food, though those 
dousings don’t hurt. There is the deep 
Mission setting too, and the white- 
Christmas-lights-and-rustic-wood 
decor, and the steady comings and go- 
ings of neighbors both Latino and 
Anglo, takers-out and eaters-in (there 
is a cozy sidewalk arrangement), many 
of the former being young and fitted 
with clips to keep their pant legs from 
getting snagged on the chain rings of 
their bicycles. 

The place’s reputation stretches far 
and wide. It was recommended to me 


date 


by a neighbor, whom I promptly ran 
into in the take-out queue a few 
evenings later. He spoke reverently of 
the tacos, which, as it happened, I had 
ordered a few versions of. At $2 per, you 
would probably feel you were getting 
your money’s worth even if they weren't 
as tasty as they are. The fish tacos, fea- 
turing breaded cod filets and shredded 
green cabbage, are familiar yet competi- 
tive with the best in town; the tacos al 
pastor, meanwhile — filled with shaved, 
spiced pork roasted like shawarma — 
carry the strong garlic-chili-powder fla- 
vor of chorizo. (Al pastor, incidentally, 
means, more or less, “shepherd-style” 
and refers to the influence of Lebanese 
immigrants on Mexicari cuisine.) 

A vegetarian burrito ($5.25) would 
probably have been quite good even 
without sour cream, for it was filled 
with (in addition to rice and beans, the 
usual suspects in meatless burritos) 
sticks of grilled zucchini, which had 
been handled lightly enough to retain 
some crunch yet also suffused the great 
cylinder with a subtle smokiness. A 
grilled-chicken quesadilla ($5), on the 
other hand, definitely depended oniits 
jolt of sour cream to escape the dol- 
drums. Rice and beans, I should add, 
are hardly slouches whether enveloped 
in a tortilla or not, and half pints of 
each ($1.25 each) would make a pretty 
decent cheap meal.

Across town at La Fonda Mexican Grill, 
the vibe is a little more Collegeville, 
owing to the nearness of UCSE. The 
space (home last year of the short-lived 
Foggy Bottom Cafe) has been repainted 
in sunny tones of yellow, orange, and 
red, and the mezzanine is not the 
daunting inconvenience under a taque- 
ria regime — in which you order at the 
counter and cart your own stuff upstairs 
— that it was in full-table-service days.

Much of La Fonda’s menu is routine: 
tacos, nachos, burritos, and so forth. 
(The restaurant has several siblings in 
the city, among them Azteca Taqueria, 
at Church and Market, and Mexico au 
Parc, on South Park.) But there are also 
rather novel offerings, among them a 
torta ($5.45), which is basically a burri- 
to on a kaiser roll instead of in a tor- 
tilla. We found the bread to be wonder- 
fully puffy, and of course the tinga 
chicken was as spicy as it would have 
been in a tortilla, but there was signifi- 
cant spillage (worse than in those 
Carl’s Jr. ads), and we appreciated anew 
the wisdom of the tortilla, which seals 
in goodness and reduces the risk of 
slop-over embarrassment. 

~ La Fonda has good guacamole 
($3.40, including warm, crisp chips), 
with a high tomato-chunk quotient, 
and a respectable mushroom quesadil- 
la ($4) that takes a little longer than the 
other kinds to prepare, because the 
mushroom slices have to be griddled 
first, to soften them and darken their 
flavor. (La Fonda seems to use ordinary 


white button mushrooms, which tend 
to taste like not much without some 
help.) While I do not contemplate win- 
ning any awards for patience in this 
lifetime, I found myself not being ag- 
gravated by the slight delay, because to 
watch the multistage birth of a mush- 
room quesadilla is to be reminded that 
taqueria cooking is short-order cook- 
ing; the cook doesn’t make it until you 
order it, though of course the kitchen 
has a large number of items simmering 
in pans and trays, awaiting their turn 
in the mix and hoping, perhaps, for a 
date — or at least a hook-up — with 
some Mexican sour cream.

The hoary cliché that it’s bet- 
ter to give than to receive is true; there 
is a distinct pleasure in bestowing the 
well-placed and unexpected gift, the 
genuinely wanted item or experience 
whose cost, great or small, is not rele- 
vant. Honesty compels me to add that: 
Getting gifts isn't necessarily a dreadful 
experience, either; recently | became 
the delighted recipient of a pair of Bo- 
hemian brandy snifters, each the size 
of an acorn squash, blown from lead- 
free crystal, and a timely arrival for the 
enjoyment of holiday spirits. Brandy in 
its many, many iterations is warming 
on cold nights and sweet enough to lull 
the hounds of dessert back to sleep; 
served in spectacular snifters, it is also 
a conversation piece of sorts, an en- 
couragement to sit around the table 
and leave the clearing of dishes until 
later, orthe morrow. 

{tis tempting to think that Mammon 
should be banished from our hearts 
and minds for the six weeks between 

_ Thanksgiving and New Year's — per- 
haps sent out into the desert for 40 
_ days? — since the relation of money 
culture, with all its clinking calculations, 
to the higher human aspirations of al- 
truism and empathy is no better than 
strained and is more commonly antag- 
onistic. ff you are throwing some kind 
of holiday get-together, say, a party or 
an open house, you are missing the 
point if you spend a lot of time worrying 
about what it’s going to cost. It’s sup- 
posed to cost; that is central to the sat- 
isfaction of throwing it in the first place, 
- and this is true even if you're a busi- 
ness, You cannot really assign an eco- 
nomic value, a number, to goodwill cul- 
tivated in prospective customers who 
are welcomed into a place of business 
— possibly a distillery — and made to 
feel that they are people, not walking 
wallets. Goodwill, like joy, empathy, and 
happiness, is an immaterial reality — a 
spirit, we might say — that cannot be 
fed into the crude, nickel-and-dime 
Machinery of accountancy. . 
~ Mammon seems unbanishable from 
our lives in any case, and!donotad- 
vocate trying. The worship of money is 
an American tic more venerable than 
the celebration of Thanksgiving; itis 
part of our collective identity and it 
touches all of us, whether we accept, - 
reject, deny, ignore it — or just wish 
someone would box Mammon’s ears 
once in a while, pull a TV ad for some 
worthless article, or, one night, skip the 
consumer-spending report on the 
nightly news in favor of something 
more . . . spirited.

The 56.25% solution 


hen I was a kid, my family pa- 

tronized a chain of Italian- 

style pizza restaurants called 

Pizza Express. (This was in 

England, which is why you've 
never heard of them.) We went maybe 
twice a month, and I always ordered the 
American, which was the chainwide 
term for a pepperoni pizza. I probably 
ate about a hundred of them before I 
graduated to the quattro formaggi. They 
were always good, and all of them were 
pretty much exactly the same from one 
branch to the next. 

Until, one evening, the waiter brought 
my pizza with the crusts cut off. He ex- 
plained, in a thick Italian accent, that the 
chef was very sorry, the crusts on this 
pizza had turned out poorly and he 
wasn’t proud of them, and so he had cut 
them off. He was making another pizza 
for me, the waiter said, but they wanted 
to bring this one so I could begin eating 
with everyone else. (Remember, this was 
a middlebrow pizza chain, and I was 12.) 

The waiter brought the second pizza 
around the time I was finishing 
the perfectly good crustless 
pizza. (The crusts weren't my 
favorite part anyway.) I 
asked my parents if we 
would have to pay for both 
pizzas, and they explained 
that we wouldn't. I was 
amazed. That anonymous pizza chef 
taught me something important — 
something about pride and about how 
restaurants are not purely capitalist enti- 
ties, or if they are, they’re selling more 
than just food. 

Last week I went to Tallula. Tallula is 
not a chain restaurant — I doubt there’s 
a similar restaurant anywhere in the 
world. The menu is an interesting Fran- 
co-Indian hybrid; the building is an 
old-fashioned Victorian in the Castro. 
The decor is maybe more creative than 
functional: It’s kind of cool to have the 
tables set up in closet-size rooms and 
landings, but if your customers have to 
look at the menu one at a time, holding 
the table’s single candle up to each sec- 
tion in turn, there’s probably not 
enough light. 

What with liking hamburgers and not 
having any money, I don’t eat in nice 
restaurants much. But you have to eat 
somewhere with tablecloths every now 
and again, such as on your girlfriend’s 
birthday. And when you do, the stakes 
are high, and so much can go wrong. Be- 
cause food is what economists call an 
experience good: You can’t know for 
sure how much it’s worth to you until 
after you've bought it. 

For an entrée I chose the tandoori- 
fired skirt steak. In retrospect, so much 
could have been avoided if I had chosen 
the lamb chops, but I’m not going to

beat myself up about it: The decision 
made sense based on the information I 
had at the time. The steak was cooked 
with those red-orange tandoori-chicken 
spices on the outside (at least they're 
usually red-orange when you get them 
on tandoori chicken; at Tallula it was too 
dark to tell). It was cut into thin slices 
and served in a saffron tomato sauce 
that tasted like a thinner version of the 
sauce you get on chicken tikka masala, 
which as everyone knows is the most de- 
licious sauce that God has provided to 
enhance the deliciousness of His cre- 
ations. This steak had the potential to be 
the kind of dish we’re always hoping for 
when we order something new: the un- 
familiar dish that our palate somehow 
recognizes like an old friend. 

But, y know, “Of all sad words of 
tongue or pen / The saddest are 
these: ‘It might have been, ” as 
John Greenleaf Whittier put it, 
because the meat had 


the consistency 
of a leather shoe. 
It took a full minute to cut each 
slice with a knife and another two to 
masticate it to a state of swallowability. 

I would love to eat a delicious, tender 
piece of organically grown steak pre- 
pared in Tallula’s tandoori-and-tomato- 
sauce manner, I was disappointed. But 
I'll get over it. I was assuaged by the 
memory of that Anglo-Italian pizza chef, 
and by the knowledge that the conven- 
tions of the restaurant industry include 
a mechanism for redressing the situa- 
tion. I had never sent anything back be- 
fore. So it was with a certain nervous ex- 
citement that I flagged down the waiter. 


“The steak,” I said, gesturing to it in the 


dim candlelight. “The preparation is de- 
licious. But the meat is much too tough. 
I think I’m going to have to send it back 
and order something else.” I spoke clear- 
ly and courteously. I was careful to ban- 
ish both rancor and timidity from my 
voice. I felt slightly proud of myself. 


The waiter brought back the menu, 
and I asked him to recommend some- 
thing. “If you'd like something softer, 
the chicken curry is cooked for several 
hours,” he said, as though my prefer- 
ence for chewable food was some 
strange quirk. 

[’ll get to the rest of the food in a 
minute. What Fm talking about now is 
the moment when the waiter brought 
the check. “We have to charge you for 
the steak,” he said. (I am unable to lo- 
cate this requirement in the state Food 
and Agriculture Code.) “But I went 
ahead and 50-percented you on the 
chicken curry.” 

Lam not one of those men who are 
always barging around asserting their 
rights and getting into picayune argu- 
ments with customer-service peo- 
ple. But Iam a person who will 
drop $100 on a meal only once this 
year, and I know that when you 

send a dish back because it’s a $21 

entrée made from meat they 

wouldn't serve at Arby’s, it 
shouldn’t show up on your bill. 
The chef at Pizza Express, the 
guy who had too much pride 
to send out a pizza with burned 

or misshapen crusts, even to a 
12-year-old kid, would have 
considered Tallula a disgrace 
to his noble profession. 

Other than that, Mrs. Lin- 
coln thought the play was 
OK. There was a standout 
appetizer, the lobster and 
pea dhosa — a south Indian crepe 
packed with lobster meat and served in a 
lemony beurre blanc that was both luxu- 
rious and astringent. My girlfriend had 
trout in a milky curry sauce and liked it 
a lot, although I thought the sauce 
wasn't really strong enough to stand up 
to the fish. There was a clever dessert 
that comprised two little crénfes briilées, 
one enhanced with tea and the other 
with mango, like a thickened mango 
lassi under a sugary shell. 

But the aloo ticki — potato pan- 
cakes flavored with lemon, cilantro, 
and chutney — tasted just like the 
samosas you could get delivered to 
your house by a neighborhood Indian 
carry-out. Along with the disappoint- 
ing chicken curry, it suggests that the 
closer Tallula gets to straight-up Indian 
food, the less there is to set it apart 
from restaurants that charge half as 
much and don’t serve beef. 

Quick math break: The curry was list- 
ed at $16. They charged me $9 for it, 
which by my calculation is more than 
half of $16. Admittedly, it would be awk- 
ward to say “I 56.25-percented you on 
the chicken curry.” The inedible steak, 
meanwhile, was $21, of which I was 
charged 100 percent. +

Feral boys, mythical critters, and baked industriousness get the spotlight at Yerba Buena Center’s 
‘Zine Unbound.’ By Katie Kurtz 


emember when you were little 
and the big kids would get the 
merry-go-round spinning real- 
ly fast and you would grab one 
of the bars and run around 
until you could finally scramble 
onboard, praying the whole time you 
wouldn’t lose your cool or throw up? 
That’s kind of what immersing your- 
self in Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts’ “The Zine Unbound: Kults, 
Werewolves and Sarcastic Hippies” is 
like. To borrow a question posed by 
Lisa Sussman in a drawing that 
appeared in issue 4 of Hot and Cold, 
one of the zines featured in the exhi- 
bition, “Who the hell’s in charge of 
this totally fucked-up bake sale?” 
Sussman’s drawing also includes an 
escaped shark, a confused fireman, a 
somewhat fierce-looking grizzly bear, 
and the disembodied head of a smil- 
ing kitty cat. It speaks to the overall 
aesthetic of the exhibition: disparate, 
animalistic, and just a bit off-kilter. 

Curator Berin Golonu is the one 
in charge of this bake sale, and in a 
style similar to assembling a zine, she 
has gathered together a bunch of 
stuff from all over and presented it as 
is. Golonu has used the medium of a 
zine — one that’s DIY and somewhat 
roughshod, with ragged edges, trail- 
ing threads, and incomplete thoughts 
— to inform the exhibition’s layout 
in Yerba Buena Center's upstairs gal- 
leries. The installations are amplifica- 
tions of the zines created by 
Oakland-based team Chris Duncan 
and Griffin McPartland (Hot and 
Cold), New York artist Scott Hug 
(K48), and Los Angeles artist and 
writer Trinie Dalton (Werewolf 
Express). Although it may seem 
intentional, the somewhat unifying 
theme of animals emerged coinci- 
dentally over the course of planning 
the show. This allows for an intrigu- 
ing bleed-over from one installation 
to the next. 

Forty-eight artists contributed to 
K48’s installation, Troop 48 NYC. 
Notable contributions are Assume 
Astro Vivid Focus’s custom Astroturf 
and Dominic McGill’s pup tent cov- 
ered with news headlines such as 
“Teenage Crimewave, “Satan 
Worshipper Kills 2 Students,” and “Ts 
Your Child Failing Life?” The tent 
serves as the installation’s center- 
piece, and a peek under its flap 
reveals an intimate view of boys’ 
lives. Nearby, a black banner leans 
against the cyclone fence that enclos- 


es the installation. In foot-high 
white-stenciled lettering, the banner 
reads, “J CAN’T FIGURE IT OUT.” 

This could be the installation’s 
anthem: I can’t figure it out. But I 
keep staring. Chucked into the cor- 
ner beside it are two life preservers 
with Christian crosses sloppily 
spray-painted on them, as if to say, 
“You cannot be saved from the phe- 
nomenon that is the teenage 
American boy.” 

While inside this demented den, I 
started thinking that maybe the Boy 
Scouts are a training ground for 
turning little boys into perverted 
monsters. Learning to tie fancy 
knots, building a fire using a twig 
and a magnifying glass, weaving 
fancy lanyards? The news of Scott 
Dyleski’s alleged role in the murder 
of Pamela Vitale broke the day I went 
to take notes about the show, and the 
San Francisco Chronicle’s headline 
was not unlike the ones culled by 
McGill: “Teen Held in Bizarre 
Slaying.” The accompanying photos 
showed Dyleski’s progression from 
clean-cut kid to scary goth guy, and 
the story led with the following 
description: “Scott Dyleski seemed 
like a typical suburban kid. He loved 
baseball. He was a Boy Scout. He 
earned excellent grades.” From the 
puberty psychodrama that is the 
Troop 48 NYC installation, the show 
transitions to the idea of changelings 
as expressed in the Werewolf Express 
room. Naturally. 

Werewolf Express continues 
Dalton’s animal series — the last two 
were Rodentia (about rodents) and 
Touch of Class (about unicorns, of 
course). Since her zines are conceived 
from a literary point of view, the 
visual art is a secondary considera- 
tion whose quality often doesn’t 
match that of the essays, stories, and 
other writing. No matter — it’s a fine 
example of what happens when 40 
people obsess over one topic, and the 
contributions range from poet Amy 
Gerstler’s strange account of making 
out with her adopted stray dog (at 
least that’s what I think is going on) 
to Kevin Killian’s diary of finding 
something werewolfish every day for 
five days. 

Perhaps Boy Scout skills lent 
themselves to the industriousness 
needed for Duncan and McPartland 
to assemble their mess kit/treasure 
trove. The title of Chris Duncan’s

mixed-media-on-board piece, The 
Overwhelming Vastness of 
Overwhelming, speaks to the inten- 
sive process of creating each issue 
and to the final product. Duncan 
and McPartland assemble a panoply 
of artwork including silk screens, 
photographs, compact discs featur- 
ing animation or music, stickers, 
and tiny booklets into a limited 
edition of 150 copies. 

Hot and Cold is the one zine that 
is truly unbound, and parts from 
the current and past issues are wall- 
papered along a hallway. Also 
included is original artwork by con- 
tributors. Of note is Lori Ds 
strange and wonderful animation 
Lord I: The Record’s Keeper: Part I. 
Throughout, the female protago- 
nist’s (presumably the artist’s) head 
is enclosed in a thought-cloud.

Dorian Blues inspires coming-out déja vu. By Dennis Harvey 


ver since gay cinema grew from being an 
anomalous concept to a sort of genre in 
itself (commercially at least), the coming- 
out story has been its most common 
denominator. Like high school movies — 
which coming-out movies often are as well — 
they appeal because (a) characters have to be 
young and cute and have sex on the brain, (b) 
nearly everyone in the target audience has had 
similar experiences, and (c) nearly everyone 
wishes their own experiences had been better, so 
they can take equal comfort in seeing alternate 
versions both idealized and a whole lot worse. 

It’s an easily accessible, obvious subject — 
maybe a little too much so. As first-time hetero 
directors often make teen comedies that echo 
the ones before them, so debuting gay directors 
have cranked out many a coming-out narrative 
that hits expected marks with merely time- 
killing efficiency. On the other hand, films like 
The Incredibly True Adventure of Two Girls in 
Love, Edge of Seventeen, and The Mudge Boy 
stick because they recognize that what's really 
interesting about common experience isn’t its 
universality but the uniqueness of detail. 

By that standard, Dorian Blues is a mixed 
bag. This first feature by writer-director 
Tennyson Bardwell has a lot of wit, confidence, 
and energy, qualities that on a first viewing 
pretty much conceal the fact that there’s a 
whole lot of same-old going on here. Seen a 
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second time (nearly two years after my first 
viewing; this movie has done some long miles 
on the festival circuit), it seems more formulaic, 
with trite choices battling against sharp ones in 
a constant rock-paper-scissors struggle. But hey, 
in the realm of coming-out stories, isn’t a good 
first time already wish fulfillment enough? 

Dorian (Michael McMillian) is an upstate 
New York teen whose agonies of adolescent 
adjustment are as irksome as they are ordinary. 
He’s the odd man out not just at school but at 
home — his star athlete brother, Nicky (Lea 
Coco), is favored by their overbearing, conser- 
vative dad (Steven C. Fletcher), while bookish 
loner Dorian is viewed as some sort of factory 
defective that couldn’t be returned. In the mode 
of Allison Janney’s American Beauty character, 
Mom (Mo Quigley) has long since drifted into 
some Stepford wife mental ozone where all 
dysfunctional can safely be ignored. Coming 
out to these parents is an unpleasant prospect; 
albeit one that increasingly obsesses the rebel- 
lious protagonist. 

First, however, he tries revealing that private 
identity to various others, with variable suc- 
cess: A therapist helps Dorian’s self-esteem but 
creates inevitable transference issues; a 
Napoleon Dynamite-like schoolmate (com- 
plete with geeky dance moves) provides a sex- 
ual road Dorian then wishes he hadn’t taken. 
Trying to “straighten out” via a stripper-cum- 


ure, Moulin Rouge! and Chicago had 
everyone declaring the return of the 
movie-musical. Now more than ever, 
the Broadway—cinema continuum, 
which runs both ways (see also: 

g Hairspray and the hall of mirrors that is The 
Producers), is a highly lucrative alliance. So 
why does Chris Columbus's big-screen ver- 
sion of Rent —a slickly directed, energetically 
acted operation — feel kind of unnecessary 


For one thing, it’s dated. The play’s vision 
of Manhattan, circa 1990, no longer exists,

In a Broadway theater, perhaps, an audi- 
ence member might feel connected enough to 
the real people onstage to share this would-be 
transcendent moment — but it’s harder to get 
touchy-feely when there’s a giant movie 
screen in the way. In its final scenes, Rent the 
movie's biggest problem becomes wholly 
apparent: It’s a work too stuck on the impor- 
tance of being earnest — being earnest about 
Rent, that is.

For the most part, it’s got the flair for funny 
lines and situations to pull that off. 

Yet enough moments ring true to make you 
wish Bardwell hadn’t taken so many psycho- 
logical shortcuts for effect, ranging from a 
stupid episode with a “psycho” trick to Mom’s 
abrupt fountain-of-wisdom turnabout. And 
would Heston name his son Dorian? (Not 
even his hamster, I’d think.) Our hero, appeal- 
ingly played by the early-Eric-Stoltz-like 
McMillian, is a self-proclaimed “stereotypical 
gay,” but he comes off as so droll and person- 
able that it’s hard to believe he’d really be a 
high school pariah. His neurosis and depres- 
sion are more referenced than evidenced, just 
present enough for him to float various Allen- 
esque one-liners. In some ways the most suc- 
cessful character here is Nicky, whose quintes- 
sential jockitude doesn’t mean he can’t be a 
sensitive guy and a loyal brother too. 

Bardwell — who's straight, by the way, and 
dedicated Dorian Blues to the late gay college 
friend who inspired the film — is clearly 
clever and talented and has some heart. 
There’s something to be said for a first film 
whose faults aren’t those of indulgence or 
excess. Indeed, these 80-odd minutes might 
well have been fleshed out to 100 or more, 
giving the film’s rapidly etched characters and 
relationships room to breathe. Then again, 
maybe this breezy, mildly thorny coming-out 
seriocomedy doesn’t want to go too deep. 
People keep telling Dorian he “thinks too 
much.” Seen for the first time, this diverting 
movie doesn’t’give you the time to. %

Golden Thread Productions triumphs 
with the ‘ReOrient’ festival. By Robert Avila 


ince 1997, Golden Thread 

Productions has devoted itself 

to theater exploring Middle 

Eastern culture and identity as 

expressed and encountered 
worldwide. The company’s annual 
“ReOrient” festival of short plays, now 
in its seventh year, has been a season 
staple that just gets stronger. The six 
eclectic playlets now up at the Magic 
Theatre boast a consistent level of quali- 
ty in both writing and production that 
raises the bar over more uneven pro- 
grams in years past. 

George Crowe’s Parable for a Dark 
Time (one of several new works by local 
playwrights) unfolds as an abstract piece 
for three actors (Joshua Lenn, Valerie 
Weak, and Carolyn Zola) whose strange 
appearances, measured movements, and 
modulating voices conjure up the men- 
tal processes of a man suffering a har- 
rowing solitary confinement. Abducted 
by unknown assailants and thrown into 
the utter darkness of a rat-infested dun- 
geon, the prisoner (about whom we 
learn only a few details) comes face to 
face with his own shattered identity. 

The scenario has its disturbingly 
contemporary and concrete associa- 
tions, but ultimately the darkness itself 
becomes the antagonist here, one a dis- 
solving psyche must simultaneously 
keep at bay and use as raw material “to 
carve out my own existence.” Director 
William Selig’s fluid staging and able 
performances keep Crowe's beautifully 
written internal dialogue unfolding with 
a sense of weightlessness, insubstantiali- 
ty, endless motion, and possibility — 
coaxing the audience toward the protag- 
onist’s position, likened at one point to 
“a blind person reading a mystery novel, 
relishing every new turn of the plot.” 

Next, the confessions of an American 
antiwar activist, wrestling with the full 
moral and strategic implications of the 
phrase “Support Our Troops,” plays out 
in yet another state of ironical isolation. 
Yussef El Guindi’s Sniper is essentially a 
dramatic essay slyly couched as a one- 
sided “dialogue” between a mild-man- 
nered antiwar activist named John 
(William Todd Tessler) and a female 
friend who's gone inexplicably missing 
(possibly the victim of activist burnout, 
though whatever the reason, her 
absence means that John’s words are 
really directed at us). For the duration 
of the play’s 25 minutes, John mills 
around his empty apartment speaking 


into a portable memo recorder 
or leaving semidemented voice 
mail messages for his missing 
colleague, only gradually cir- 
cling in on the crux of the 
matter: an encounter with an 
Iraq war veteran, trained as a 
sniper, that’s pushed him into 
a fever of introspection and 
an epiphany at once personal 
and political. Hal Gelb 
directs this humor-filled but 
honest and riveting reflection 
on the deep psychological 
roots of militarism. 

Two outright comedies don’t 


delve as deeply into the murki- Abstract ante Carolyn Zola and Valerie Weak 


ness and flux of identity as the 
plays above, but succeed 
admirably on their own terms. 
Enrique Uruéta’s rapid-fire satire Learn 
to Be Latina, sharply directed by Mary 
Guzman, tells the very funny (if 5 or 10 
minutes too long) story of a 22-year-old 
Lebanese American (Carolyn Zola) who 
auditions for pop stardom before a trio 
of record industry execs (Noah James 
Butler, Lawrence Radecker, and Valerie 
Weak). This gaggle of gargoyles in busi- 
ness suits can’t wait to make her the next 
big thing when it suddenly strikes them 
that she’s “ethnically ambiguous” but 
“not in a fun way.’ Enter the Ethnic 

Consultant (Tiffani Sierra, hoisting a far- 
too-unambiguous Irish brogue) to serve 
as Mephistopheles with a sock puppet. 

In Golden Thread artistic director 
Torange Yeghiazarian’s Call Me Mehdi, 
meanwhile, a young Iranian American 
woman (Ahou Tabibzadeh) faces a noc- 
turnal interrogation in bed by her cultur- 
ally insecure Anglo American husband 
(Butler) who'd like certain Persian jokes 
explained to him, please. Despite a faint 
ending, this 10-minute comic exercise in 
culturally thick description and latent 
stereotypes has a smart and generous 
deadpan humor that recalls Marjane 
Satrapi’s Persepolis series (with maybe a 
touch of Doonesbury). 

The identity mix continues during 
deliberations in the men’s room — 
between best man Vasken (Mark Rafael

(Radecker), and hyperpatriot Rosdom 
(Josh Ergas) — at a Glendale, Calif., 
wedding. Shahé Mankerian’s Worm, the

As their pow- 
wow grows in complexity, its increas- 
ingly raucous energy and nausea draws 
as much from deep cultural and per- 
sonal anxiety as the high-spirited cele- 
bration underway outside (convincing- 
ly present in Ian Walker’s ambient 
sound design). Laura Hope directs, 
with keen assurance, five strong per- 
formances in all. 

The evening's strongest dramatic 
impact comes in playwright Naomi 
Wallace’s A State of Innocence, beauti- 
fully directed by Isis Saratial Misdary, 
during a’strange and dreamlike meeting 
between an Israeli soldier (Truitt), a 
Palestinian mother (Bella Warda), and a 
lonely but remarkably spry 96-year-old 
architect (Tessler) in the middle of a 


- dilapidated West Bank zoo. Wallace 


already demonstrated remarkable sensi- 
tivity and perspicacity on the subject of 
the Israeli-Palestine conflict in her 
monologue Between the Eyes, a high- 
light of last year’s festival, and here she 
creates a highly lyrical but unsentimen- 
tal piece, geared to the underlying 
dynamics of power, whose nonrealistic 
style has an intriguing and finally devas- 
tating dramatic immediacy. **

SF’s podcasters build on assorted quirks, 
intrepid ideas, and a will to get naked.

ike Butler just got a new job, 
and he can’t shut up about 
it, on or off the air. Butler, a 
house painter and local 
musician (Exodus, American 
Heartbreak), was understandably 
nervous about closing down his busi- 
ness, Michael Butler Painting, which 
he founded in the late 1970s, and 
starting work at PodShow (www.pod- 
show.com). In early November he 
began his first-ever office job as one 
of the newest employees of the com- 
pany, which is owned by former 
MTV VJ Adam Curry and longtime 
business partner Ron Bloom. : 
Few podcasters are as fortunate as 
Butler: He occasionally DJs for Adam 
Curry’s syndicated four-hour daily 
show on the Sirius Radio Network 
while most work from the isolation 
of their own basements, struggling to 
find an audience. But he’s not the 
only game in town; San Francisco 
boasts some of the quirkiest, as well 
as the most mainstream, podcasters. 
Violet Blue, host of Open Source Sex 
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Sweet and download: Sex educator Violet Blue is a podcasting pioneer. 


(violetblue.libsyn.com or www 
.tinynibbles.com), one of the most 
popular sex podcasts, broadcasts 
from the Castro, and a few blocks 
away, Big Mike uploads the comedic 
exploits of the Extra Super Action 
Show (www.extrasuperactionshow 
com) from the Lower Haight. 

When Butler, a well-known San 
Francisco podcaster, hooked up with 
PodShow, he practically got to down- 
load his own ticket. He gets a lot of 
votes on the e-mail-verified Podcast 
Alley Web site, a portal that resembles - 
Billboard for podcasters and their lis- 
teners.-Butler’s first full day on the 
job in the SoMa office was anything 
but typical. 

“I meet Brian Longest, the direc- 
tor of operations, and he said, ‘I 
have a ton of shit for you to do,” 
Butler said. The two headed to their 
first lunch meeting. Longest asked 
him for his ideas, and Butler told 
him — some were thought-out and 
others were “completely pulled out 
of my ass.” But that ass happened to 


belong to a podcast veteran — 
Butler had been broadcasting from 
his outer Sunset home since 
September 2004 and had recorded 
more than 125 episodes. 

“He goes, ‘OK, there’s your job. 
Whatever your ideas are, there’s your 
job,” Butler recounted. So it goes in 
this nascent industry. “I kinda hit the 
ground running my first week,” he 
said, on-air, in his Nov. 6 broadcast. 

One of his first ideas was to widen 
the scope of music available to pod- 
casters. Currently, Butler said, no 
major label is willing to authorize 
podcast use of any of their artists in 
writing, for fear that listeners will 
keep MP3 files on their listening 
devices and never pay for the music. 
Butler managed to bring Epitaph into 
the fold, cutting a deal to authorize 
nearly 100 songs from their Web site 
for pod-safe usage. “It was my first 
coup,” Butler explained. 

But the PodSafe Music Network 
(www.music.podshow.com) is only 
one part of the PodShow’s auspices. 
“[PodSafe]’s a place for podcasters to 
go find music for their shows,” Butler 
said. PodSafe makes artists usable for 
airplay in all podcasts, which is some- 
thing akin to a Creative Commons 
license. Butler's new agreement 
brings tracks by big-league artists like 
Bad Religion, Merle Haggard, Tom 
Waits, the Dropkick Murphys, Elliott 
Smith, and NOFX into the world of 
podcasting. Punk label Fat Wreck 
Chords and Saddle Creek Records, 
home to indie-emo phenoms Cursive 
and Bright Eyes, also signed on to 
PodSafe at Butler’s behest, though 


“many indie labels continue to balk at 


authorizing music for PodSafe usage. 


Podcasting is a-changin’ 

One gets the sense, talking to both 
the big dogs at PodShow and the 
smaller, more specialized podcasters, 
that the field, like blogging, is about 
to enter its terrible twos, especially 
locally. None of the podcasters I 
spoke with seemed to know one 
another personally, and corporatiza- 
tion is at an all-time high. 

Butler sees choppy waters ahead. 
‘A lot of the talk [in podcasting right 
now] is about monetization, and 
there are several different companies 
popping up, and it’s in its fifth wave 
of press,” he says, referring to 13 
months of coverage from Time, CNN, 
and the New York Times. 

In addition to his own success 
with the Rock ’n’ Roll Geek show 
(www.rockandrollgeek.com), which 
currently has 10,000 subscribers, 
Butler’s 15-year-old daughter, 
Martina, has her own show, Emo 
Girl Talk, and has recently obtained a 
corporate makeup sponsor, Nature’s 
Cure (a homeopathic acne treat- 
ment), probably making her the 
highest-paid minor podcaster in the 
city. Granted, she makes only what a 
teenager with a part-time job at Hot 


Topic would pull down, but she’s 
making that money with a biweekly 
podcast from her home, spinning 
punk records rather than folding 
Green Day hoodies. 

While Martina continues to quietly 
operate from her house in the Sunset, 
Adam Curry is a San Francisco pod- 
caster on the complete opposite end 
of the spectrum. Curry, “The 
Podfather,” probably doesn’t spend as 
much time in PodShow’s SF office as 
he’d like, and for good reason. He 
resides in the city on what he calls 
“an oil-rig schedule, two weeks on 
and two weeks off.” His wife and 
daughter still live outside London, in 
Guildford, England, which he refers 
to on-air as the “Curry Cottage.” His 
10th-floor Rincon Hill abode is the 
“Curry Condo,” and it receives nearly 
as much broadcast time on the 
PodShow as the Curry Cottage, which 
lacks a video hook-up. 

Curry began hosting a show on the 
Sirius Radio Network this past June, 
bringing podcasting to the satellite 
radio mainstream. His show com- 
bines the best of the podcasting 
world with idiosyncratic moments of 
his own binational existence, while 
his company is tesponsible for the 
iTunes PodFinder software, the 
iTunes component that allows users 
to find new and interesting podcasts. 
The iPodder software, which he also 
developed, is the most comprehensive 
podcast directory on the Internet, a 
veritable white pages of podcasting, 
music-related and otherwise. 

Curry himself wrote the enabling 
code in AppleScript that makes your 
computer’s playlists sync with your 
iPod or any MP3 player. The open- 
source community wrote the varia- 
tions of the desktop software for end- 
users, and there are dozens of ways to 
capture podcasts to download onto 
MP3 players — most people stick 
with iTunes or a slightly more config- 
urable, less user-friendly application 
called iPodder Lemon (ipodder 
.sourceforge.net/index.php). The very 
popular podcast Daily Source Code is 
hosted by — you guessed it — Curry, 
broadcast from wherever the hell he 
happens to be that day. 

Curry listens to “a shitload” of = = 
podcasts daily to fill Daily Source 
Code. “T actually plan time to listen to 
podcasts. I spend as much time as I 
can listening to new voices coming 
on the scene,” he said. Curry wants 
his show to be a jumping-off point 
from which podcast listeners can 
begin to define their own tastes and 
refine their palates before moving on. 

“My show, quite frankly, is some- 
thing that people subscribe to for a 
couple of months — it’s an ever- 
changing space.” Curry says, going on 
to express a thought parroted by 
nearly every podcaster I interviewed:

In a primarily male-dominated 
field, female podcasters have been 
making great strides recently in pop- 
ularity and quality of content. One of 


, the most popular pbddcasts nationally 


is the Dawn and Drew Show, broad- 
cast by a Wisconsin punk couple 
from an 1895 farnthouse. While there 
is no concerted gender-based action 
to equalize the medium, San 
Francisco wouldn't be a bad place for 
the revolution to start. Violet Blue’s 
Open Source Sex podcast continues to 
keep the city known as a center of 
written and digital erotica, both gay 
and straight, on the podcasting map. 
Although Blue doesn’t call herself 
the fitst female sex podcaster (that 
honor goes to the Super Smart Radio 
Whore Sex Show, broadcasting from 
the Mission District since October 
2004), she is known as the one that 
cemented the legitimacy of sex pod- 


_ casting and as its foremost sex educa- 


tor. Her genre is no niche market 
though; after iTunes introduced pod- 
casts, in January, sex podcasts quickly 
joined the fray; some days Blue’s 
Open Source Sex rises as high as num- 
ber three on the iTunes daily charts. 
She typically has about 65,000 sub- 
scribers, and her highest downloaded 
episode, number 17, scored over 
60,000 downloads — more than a 
typical day for Curry’s show. But it 
hasn't always been rosy for Blue. 

On July 7 all of the sex podcasts 
mysteriously disappeared from the 
iTunes podcast selection. Blue, 
already ticked at Apple because 
iTunes inadvertently published her 
personal e-mail address, went to the 
big dogs of the blogging community 
to enlist help. The John Updike of the 
Good Vibrations set, Blue is a veteran 
writer and a prolific erotica editor. 

“T e-mailed Xeni at Boing Boing [a 
popular tech blog}, and she didn’t 
know what was going on,” Blue said. 
“So she put up an open posting... [I 
checked back], and Apple had put my 
podcast back up, but I didn’t want to 
let it drop, because they didn’t put the 
other podcasters back up.” Eventually 
both matters were remedied — “It’s 
still unclear why they were removed,” 
Blue said — and she was treated like a 
rock star on her recent visit to Apple’s 
Cupertino headquarters, where 
employees crawled out of the cubicles 
to meet her. 

When not writing steamy erotica 
or flirting, Blue is still pushing the 
sex-tech envelope through visual 
sideshows that bring graphic 
images to podcasts. Currently her 
iTunes podcasts are back, but 
flagged as “explicit.”

After discovering 
his mistake, he remembered a vow 
he’d made at the show’s inception: If 
he ever made a mistake that egre- 
gious, he would sing naked karaoke 
to that band on-air as his penance. 
And he did. 

Podcasters like Branum use a lot of 
‘local music and sing naked karaoke 
because they can’t just flip on the new 
Death Cab for Cutie album. ASCAP 
(the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Performers), the largest 
music-licensing agency in America, 
offers both interactive and noninter- 


ingly enough, incubated in Miami and 
in Boise, Idaho. “It’s gone from incuba- 
tion to hatch.” Aside from the PodSafe 
network, no reliable consortium or cat- 
alog of podcast-legal artists exists. 

The 10,000 downloads that Butler 
receives globally for a podcast of Rock 
’n’ Roll Geek Show may pale in com- 
parison to, say, the number of listeners 
Seaweed and Steel hit on the drive- 
time shift at 107.7 FM, “the Bone.” But 
one can’t resist the fact that podcasters 
like him are breaking into the radio 
market with a vengeance, since their 
format has sucked for about a quarter 
century. It’s just too damn bad that 
Butler can’t play “Stairway to Heaven” 
in its entirety.

John Cale is extremely old — but he can still 
drop it like it’s hot. By Kimberly Chun 


n the occasion of John Cale’s 

new album, blackAcetate 

(Astralwerks), the testy yet hon- 

est Welshman agreed to a phone 

interview. As he rolls into town 
this week, behold his “Pon de Replay”— 
loving candor. 


Bay Guardian: You're in New York? 

John Cale: There are 30-mile-an- 
hour gusts. You go around the corner 
and it blows you over. 

BG: Sounds challenging. 

JC: Guess that’s why you're living in 
San Francisco. 

BG: So, according to the press literature 


for the new album, you've been liberated 


by Pro Tools. 

JC; It helps you get things done 
quicker. That's the only advantage. In 
my case, because I improvise so much, I 
need something to remind me of what I 
improvised. It’s not that I worship com- 
puters; they're [just] essential for get- 
ting work done quickly. Although I am 
a technoslut — I want to see the 
biggest, the fastest, and the most futur- 


istic, right now. I love Silicon Valley, let’s” 


put it that way. 

BG: Did you work with anyone special 
on blackAcetate? 

JC: Most of blackAcetate is Herb 
{Graham Jr.] and I. We start record- 
ing, and Herb walks over to the 


drums, I put on electric guitar, and we 


improvise, and then we cut it up into 
a song. I don’t sit around outside and 
write; I don’t go up on a mountain- 
side and say, “Gee; what a beautiful 
view — this brings to mind a song.” 
That’s not what happens. I write the 
material in the studio. 

I just found a neat little place in 
Culver City that was very private. Herb 
and I would show up at 10 — Herb was 
really into the morning thing. We 
recorded a month and a half, took a 
break, and then came back and spent 
two weeks in the studio. “Drop It Like 
It's Hot” happened, and we were both 
really excited about how simple and 
minimalist that was. 

BG: Do you listen to a lot of hip-hop? 

JC: Yeah. [Dr.] Dre and N.E.R.D., 
Rihanna — the grooves are just so 
great. She’s very good, and the Jay-Z 
production is just excellent. I’m really 
torn about whether I just like the pro- 
duction or the grooves. 

BG: I was listening to the deluxe issue 
of the first Stooges record recently. It 
includes your original mixes. 

JC: I know, I know, I know. Limited 
appeal. I don’t understand it! I’m not a 
record company executive, but I know 
why they do it, but I don’t understand 
what the point of it is. There’s nothing 
really . . . scintillating about the so- 


called new or old mixes. It’s not worth 
the effort. [Sounds subdued] Leave it 
alone. Y'know, we had five days to make 
that record, to record and mix it, so 
those guys came in, set up in a shoe 
box, did it, mixed it, that’s it. We didn’t 
have time to moddle-coddle anybody. 
So the fact that they found mixes of 
interest . . . geez. 

BG: Were you happy with that 
production? 

JC: It was exciting, but what was 
astonishing was how efficient they were. 
I mean, Iggy came up to me and gave 
me the lyrics, for god’s sake — he’d 
written them out. 

BG: There seems to be another resur- 
gence of interest in the Velvet 
Underground. 

JC: I don’t really respond to it, I don’t 
listen to it, and I don’t pay any attention 
to it, because I don’t learn from it. I only 
learn from what the possibilities are, 
and if I see that the possibilities are 
expanding, I’m interested in what will 
come, not what has been. I’m really ter- 
rible at killing my children. I made the 
record, and I say, “OK, that’s done now 
— get me onto the next one.” 

When you think about it, you're talk- 
ing about 1965. And the standards of 
the technology, let alone the standards 
of recording, are vastly different. It’s 
kind of sad, in a way, to refer back to 
them, because they don’t sound good. 
They sound .. . fuzzy. It’s not the same. 
I don’t know. Just a personal opinion. 

BG: I loved your performance with 
Alejandro Escovedo at the Austin Music 
Awards this year. 

JC: P've known him for a Jong time 
— him and Sterling [Morrison, of the 
Velvet Underground] were buddies at 
one time. 

Sterling was the guy who would 
entertain any crazy political ideas or 
any intellectual ideas I had — he’d 
immediately snap them up and throw 
them back in my face. He was great like 
that. Lou [Reed] didn’t have any 
patience. But y'know, he would always, 
he had this amazing ability to remind 
me of the value of learning, the value of 
education; he was so proud of his kids 
and all that. So he had that quality 
about him. 

BG: Someone asked me to ask you 
about your music for Andy Warhol’s 
Heat. 

JC: That was a deal — I needed an 
album cover, and Paul [Morrissey] 
needed music for the titles, and I said, 
“Tl give you the music for the titles; 
ask Andy to do my album cover.” He 
did [the art for] The Academy in Peril. 

BG: What do you do when you're not 
touring? 

JC: Go to the gym. Read. 

BG: How old are you? 

JC: 194. 

BG: You're the oldest living rock star. 

JC: Doing pretty well, actually. +

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Grizzly Bear 
Horn of Plenty (Kanine) 


A small, crudely sketched bear sits perched 
atop an abstract tree on the inside cover of 
Horn of Plenty, Brooklyn quartet Grizzly 
Bear's debut. For a record that unobtrusively 
fashions elements of conventional folk with 
dreamy, electrocentric experimentation, it’s a 
rather fitting image — one that not only 
hints at their willingness to go out on a 
sonic limb, but also bolsters the frequent 
comparisons to Animal Collective. 

Sure, the minimalist production of “Shift” 
is reminiscent of the stripped-down, old- 
timey eeriness of CocoRosie, but Grizzly Bear 
aren't just suckling at the already-tender teat 
of psych-folk. “A Good Place” opens with soft 
acoustic strums, a shaker, and Edward 
Droste’s whispered vocals but builds patiently 
with ambient noise, scratches, and blips that 
veer away from anything too genre-specific. 
In fact, the references are all over the place. 
Vocally, “Eaves Dropping” sounds most like 
the Beta Band, while the pulsing synthesizer 
on “Alligator” could have been swiped from 
the Album Leaf’s laptop, which makes sense. 

What began as a series of home record- 
ings by Droste was eventually fully realized 
with tech support from Christopher Bear (the 
band says the synergy of its name and his 
animalistic surname are happenstance). 
Layering subtle hand claps, xylophone, 
strings, and whistling, Grizzly Bear construct 
an ethereal backdrop for Droste and Bear’s 
mysterious, echoing vocals. Originally 
released, and underappreciated, in 2004, this 
rerelease also features a second disc of 
remixes by Efterklang, the Double, and Dntel, 
who's best known for his work in the Postal 
Service. With another full-length due in 
2006, Grizzly Bear could go in a hundred dif- 
ferent directions. Your guess is as good as 
mine as to which one they’ll opt to travel in.

One Kiss Can Lead to Another: Girl Group Sounds Lost and 


Found (Rhino) 


The ‘60s girl group sound — today remembered by mainstream 
media almost exclusively for big hits by the likes of the Shirelles 
and the Ronettes — also spawned innumerable flops, hits, imita- 
tions, and buried treasures. It took a long time for Rhino to get : 
around to giving it the Nuggets-like box-set treatment, but they've 
certainly pulled no punches with this four-CD, 120-song extrava- 
ganza, packaged in an actual string-tied hatbox, There no big hits, 
though there are a lot of big names (and no-names), and though 
many of those big names are represented as songwriters or pro- 


ducers, not artists. 


But is it as good as those big hits by the Shangri-Las et al. — 
or, for that matter, as good as those other massive Rhino vintage 
garage-psych and soul box sets? Um, almost. There’s very little on 
the order of “Will You Love Me Tomorrow,” “The Leader of the 
Pack,” or “Be My Baby.” There are /ots of fake Phil Spectorisms fly- 
ing around, but just one of them, the Girlfriends’ “My One and Only, 


Bonnie ‘Prince’ Billy 
Summer in the Southeast (Drag City) 


Thank heavens for Superwolf— without it, we 
might have forever lost Will Oldham to his 
many masks. For those keeping score, Summer 
in the Southeast is the second retrospective of 
Oldham’s catalog released in as many years. 
Last year’s Greatest Palace Music (also per- 
formed under the Bonnie “Prince” Billy 
moniker) reimagined some of the bard’s best 
as performed by a glitzy band of Nashville's 
elite. In theory, it sounded like a gutsy, Dylan- 
esque transformation, but the actual fruit was 
bland. On Summer in the Southeast, a live 
album recorded in Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, 
and North Carolina, Oldham refracts his back 
pages through alt-country’s lens: His band 
here sounds like Magnolia Electric Co.’s broth- 
ers in the minor-key. 

The casual fans will surely find more to like 
in this collection, though don’t expect any 
minds to be blown. In truth, the record reminds 
me most of those few dozen live albums Neil 
Young has released (Crazy Horse's fuzz looms 
large over the proceedings, especially on the 
plodding version of “Death to Everyone” — 
has anyone ever stopped to wonder if the Neil 
influence is a good thing?); it’s totally inessen- 
tial, though packaged with enough great songs 
to make for a pleasant happy-hour listen. The 
best moments are mostly the quiet ones 
(plaintive readings of “Nomadic Revelry,” “Wolf 
Among Wolves,” and “Beast for Thee”) as well 
as a few soaring choruses (the crowning cli- 
max of “| See a Darkness”), although they all 
feel like easy victories. Even the rockier affairs 
sound casually tossed off: Witness “O Let It 
Be,” “Take However Long You Want,” and 
“Ease down the Road.” Still, these are songs 
that many, myself included, have lived with for 
some time, and one can’t help but think this 
rollicking record might be ripe for some lazy 
summer's road trip months down the line.

Steve Reich and Musicians 
Live 1977: From the Kitchen 
Archives No. 2 (Orange Mountain Music) 


Though more than a quarter century has 
passed since Steve Reich and friends 
recorded this performance in New York art 
haven the Kitchen, these pieces have an 
untarnished freshness. Maybe the decep- 
tive simplicity of Reich's concepts keeps 
his work from sounding dated, even as 
pieces reliant on the “cutting edge” tech- 
nology of the time can betray their age. 

A prime example of an idea whose sim- 


Jimmy Boy” (produced by future Bread man David Gates!), is 
a true gem of the Wall of Sound. And there are too many 
songs that are more tasty frosting — be it a richly orches- 
trated arrangement, delectable harmonies, or a cutesy, novel 
lyrical angle — than classic heartrending joy-and anguish, as 
the best girl-group productions embodied. 

What /s striking is just how wide a net the girl group 
sound cast. There are Motown stars and soft soulsters; 
future country stars (Dolly Parton) and past rockabilly 
stars (Wanda Jackson, whose “Funnel of Love” is a high- 
light); singer-songwriters (Carole King); British Invaders 
(Lulu, Dusty Springfield); even Brenda Lee (whose “Is It 
True,’ features scorching guitar by a young Jimmy Page), 
Cher, and Toni Basil {with the distastefully ageist "I’m 
28"). What could they all have in common? The yearning 
combination 6f soulfulness, innacence, a creative produc- 
er, and a damn catchy tune. And there’s enough of it on 
this outsized hat box to make anyone who values those 
qualities happy, even if it might be too many sweets for 
one sitting.

plicity is deceiving is the 1968 composition 
“Pendulum Music,” wherein microphones 
swing back and forth in front of an amplifi- 
er, playing with feedback and giving a sonic 
representation to some principles-of 
physics. It’s also an eerie, ghostlike sound, 
squeaky and rhythmic and not at all out of 
place among some of today’s harsher noise 
acts. In this performance, the feedback set- 
tles into a steady moan for five minutes, a 
primitive waveform with subtle shifts in 
color and tone. Reich himself said of the 
piece, “It’s audible sculpture. If it’s done 
right, it’s kind of funny.” 

| got into Reich from hearing his tape 
loop experiments, which led to his technique 
of phasing, repeated lines falling out of 
synch with each other and turning some- 
thing like a street preacher’s rant (“It’s 
Gonna Rain”) into a broken phoneme 
machine, sensible syllables slurred into 
staccato blocks of sound. Steven Guibbory’s 
“Violin Phase” performance here achieves 
the same effect, with Guibbory playing live 
alongside three prerecorded violin tracks 
gradually phasing in and out with each 
other. Reich's interest in Balinese and 
African music comes to the fore with 
“Music for Pieces of Wood” and “Drumming 
— Part Four”: The former is hypnotic and 
clicky with claves, while the latter is play- 
fully melodic with glockenspiel, bongos, 
voices, and whistles. 

The Kitchen tapes were gathering dust 
in boxes until archivist Stephen Vitiello got 
to work on these reissues. The nonprofit 
arts organization started in 1971 and gave 
working space to video artists and musi- 
cians like Laurie Anderson, Tony Conrad, 
and Christian Marclay. This sort of institu- 
tional acceptance of edgy artists into some 
sort of canon seems to happen faster and 
more definitively in New York than any- 
where else, but skimming this history does 
make it bubble with some magical energy 
of a time when more rules were being 
made and broken than the overinformed 
and transgression-numbed present. 

Though regarded as a piece of pioneer- 
ing minimalism, this recording makes me 
consider Reich’s place in a continuum 
between the politesse of the academy and 
the noise to come from downtown bohos 
and other liminal types like Rhys 
Chatham. These pieces seem like more of 
a breakthrough in terms of extending per- 
ception and opening up a sonic palette.

Tag: laughingsquid10 

When Laughing Squid, the Web-hosting-service-tumned-online-arts-community started, 
10 years ago, “tagging” (in the digital-photo classifying sense) was hardly a glimmer in 
Google's eye. Podcasting? Nope. Video blogging? Never heard of it. Blogging? Maybe, if 
you Call a bulletin board system a blog. But thanks to the people behind organizations 
like Laughing Squid (www.laughingsquid.com), who built up the corners of the Internet 
more or less as a frequently unpaid pet project, communities now can be formed with- 
out their members ever leaving their iMacs’ sides. Want more proof of what strides 
communication technology has made? Think, for instance, about an episode of Three's 
Company set in 2005: AOL Instant Messenger, picture phones, pocket organizers; the 
show's pretty much over in the first five mirlutes, right? 

So sometimes technology can be the ultimate buzz kill. Other times, like when its 
makers and avid users decide to get down and rowdy and actually gather in person 
(Web site announcements like “If you are shooting photos, blogging, podcasting, or” 
video blogging, the tag for the event is: laughingsquid1 0,” notwithstanding), things can 
get pretty out of control. At the site’s incredibly hyped and well-attended 10th anniver- 
Sary party, at Varnish Gallery, Nov. 12, the scene was part Buming Man Decompression 
party, part Macworld convention. Flames were thrown from scantily clad circus ladies. 
Doggie Diner heads were put to use in unmentionable ways. Cyclecide did some crazy- 
‘ass shit on dizzying, bike-related contraptions. They partied like it was 1999, but 
recorded everything in a manner fit for only 2005 and beyond. 

It's 10-year anniversary madness for everyone these days, and techno party of yore 
MAD had its that same night, at Rx Gallery. Long before yours truly floated ashore here, 
MAD was the techno-acid-house-electro weekly at the Bahia Cabana, at Franklin and 
Market Streets, from 1995 to '97. “It’s a Korean barbecue now,” noted erstwhile resi- 
dent DJ Monty Luke (who runs the awesome Juicy Bitz blog, from which I'm constantly 
tempted to crib clubbing notes). Of the original night’s success, main organizer and 
decksman Alex Windsor said, “People thought we were crazy to throw a weekly on a 
Monday, but we had a crowd the first night.” 

Throughout the club’s two-year duration, MAD hosted everyone from Carl Craig to 
Alec Empire, “who were all more than happy to play for way under their normal booking 
fee to support what we were doing,” Windsor added. And the crowd was just as thick 
that recent weekend with the reunited crew of Windsor, Luke, Joe Rice, Jon Santos, 
Sho, and Ethan Miller all basking in techno’s current resurgence in SF. Leading the re- 
vival these days is Rx’s amazing Kontrol party, which takes place the third Saturday of 
each month, if you're also feelin’ the vibe. 

And hell, while we're on the topic of techno 10s, yep, longtime promoter (and Rx or- 
ganizer) Will Linn and his Blasthaus posse are coming upon theirs as well. To mark the 
occasion, Ninja Tune’s Amon Tobin and Mego’s Pita are swinging by Mezzanine for X. 
Gawd, 10 years? | guess I’m starting to feel a bit old all of a sudden. «

Michael Talbott 
and the Wolfkings 


Cafe du Nord, Oct. 28 


ichael Talbott tricked me. I'd been listening to the MP3s on his site, 

www. michaeltalbott.com, all week and wondering how he and his band, the 

Wolfkings, were going to perform their painstakingly quiet songs in front of a 
boisterous Friday-night audience eager to get their Halloween on. Perhaps sensing 
that he had roughly two and a half minutes to wow before people started relating that 
day's office gossip to one another, he got down to business. 

Talbott and the Wolfkings began with “Winter Streets,” a meditation on city life that 
drew listeners in with its lyrics and held them with a deceptively simple, repetitive 
chorus of “la-di-da”s straight out of an eastern European folk song. Armed with noth- 
ing but a mic stand and some great melodies, Talbott impressed immediately with a 
folk-tinged tenor that provided a perfect counterpoint to the cosmopolitan lyrics of his 
song. His quiet yet unfaltering delivery summoned bits of Nick Cave and Richard 
Thompson without coming off as overly studied. 

Not that there hasn't been plenty of time put in on the rehearsal tip: The Wolfkings 
have been around in one form or another for the better part of two years now. Created 
as a backing band for recording Talbott's own songs, they are a veritable supergroup 
of local talent that features guitarists M.C. Taylor and Scott Hirsch and drummer 
James Kim of the Court and Spark. Round it out with Paul K. from Antenna Farm 
Records on bass and Oranger and Paula Frazer band veteran Patrick Main on key- 
boards, and you've got almost too much street cred for one stage. 

Talbott himself is, of course, a fixture on the San Francisco scene: He was in Mover, 
the Calculators, and Winter Flowers before he turned his attention to this solo project. 
Turns out Taylor and Hirsch are also producing Talbot's upcoming debut, Freeze-Die- 
Come to Life (Antenna Farm), in their own studio, giving them an even deeper insight 
into his songs. All of this has apparently freed Talbott to concentrate on tweaking his live 
sound, resulting in an almost total overhaul of the songs as they appear on his album. 

Take “Goodnight,” a sweet, bucolic lullaby. While there were definitely a few sticky 
moments before the song gained momentum, it was stripped of its sentimentality in 
the live version and, save for its melodic theme (played flawlessly by Hirsch and Main 
throughout), became almost country rock. The uptempo change certainly hinted at the 
Court and Spark’s work. Freed from the confines of their trademark sound and shows, 
and the expectations that accompany both, Taylor, Hirsch, and Kim were permitted to 
expand into Arab Strapike expositions of guitar-driven noise. It was during those 
moments that everyone in the band seemed to be enjoying themselves the most. 

Not all the songs strayed far from their origins. “Angel of Light” was a minstrel’s 
waltz that kept its composure and held a potentially chatty audience at bay with just 
enough twang to keep things moving forward. While there could have been a little bit 
more stage banter to engage the crowd between songs, Talbott was unapologetic. 
“We don’t know any jokes,” he said without a trace of irony, as Taylor tuned a guitar. 

The most surprising moment of all was definitely “ Gray Day,” a song that | remem- 


moment to recognize the number in its shiny new pop jacket. With its chorus newly 
emphasized, the song re- 
vealed an anthemic, sing- 
along quality that came off 
as the stuff of a movie 
soundtrack you can’t shake 
from your subconscious. Nu- 
ances aside, the real tribute 
to Talbott's music was an au- 
dience that stayed put for his 
entire set instead of wander- 
ing off for shots of Jager at 
the first sign of folk. 

Michael Talbott and the 
Wolfkings play music that 
approaches you like a 
stranger you can’t stop look- 
ing at, aloof yet vaguely fa- 
miliar just the same. If you've 
got to debut an album that 
won't be out till 2006, you 
could do worse than perform 
with an all-star cast. If you’ve 
got an album full of moody, 
autumnal reveries, you could 
do a lot worse than to re- 
design them as commanding 
tempests-in-teacups on- 
stage.

the point of departure for the installa- 

tion and exhibition “He Remembereth 
That We Are Dust,” by brothers Grady and 
Riley McFerrin. The McFerrins’ configura- 
tion of the woodsman, decked out in a 
black-and-red-checked hunting coat and 
ear-flapped hat, is an everywoodsman: He 
hunts, chops some wood, fishes, and hunts 
some more. This is the McFerrin brothers’ 
first collaborative exhibition, and, being previously uninitiated to either of the 
artists’ work, it was difficult to ascertain where one artist's contribution ended 
and the other’s began. Grady McFerrin’s silk-screened, woodcutlike pen-and- 
ink drawings are seamlessly integrated with Riley McFerrin’s sculpture, and 
their individual styles advance and recede at different points. Riley McFerrin’s 


paintings (beautifully done with powdered pigments and shellac on vellum) iso- 
late aspects of the woodsman’s life — a log cabin, a fish out of water, and the 
like — on barren backgrounds. The plywood frames Grady McFerrin made for 
the paintings are more like shadow boxes. The McFerrins’ attention to the inter- 
play between materials and subject matter is one I’d love to see more of. /it- 
Autnunquam tentes, aut perfice-it], a kinetic sculptural diorama installed in the 
gallery's front window, is an entrancing, wintry hunting scene featuring a 
menagerie of woodland prey. The abundance of targets — rabbits, deer, bear, 
and rams — makes for a rather absurd drama. Since the hunters are guaran- 
teed to bag a kill, the effort of these little wooden hunters turning again and~ 
again to their targets seems futile. The sculpture /it-Certavi et vici-it] more ex- 
plicitly demonstrates both of the brothers’ interest in the interaction between 
humans:and nature by reconfiguring-the centaur, fusing the hunter with his 
prey. The bottom half is a deer while the upper half is a hunter with his shotgun 
perpetually aimed at an unseen animal. Like his cousins, the cowboy and the 
logger, the woodsman is a vanishing species. The McFerrins memorialize and 
elegize him, resurrecting parts of his native environment in an urban gallery.

In a brilliant move, the company seats 
the audience nearly in the round, with the 
playing space dividing the circle in half — 
which brings the performers closer to the au- 
dience and virtually eliminates bad seats. Sure, 
there’s still excessive merchandising and $18 
SBC parking, but the show makes a more au- 
thentic connection with the audience while 
still delivering the seemingly impossible circus 
acts. Corteo (cortege in Italian) chronicles the 
death of a clown who imagines — or dreams 
— his own funeral procession, with flying an- 
gels, little people, clowns, and, of course, circus 
performers. Inhabiting the space between 
heaven and earth, women swing from chande- 
liers (much more stunning than trapezes), and 
acrobats spring from oversized, trampolinelike 
beds with daring abandon. While some comic 
interludes are mistimed, other impressive acts 
include heart-stopping gymnastics on hori- 
zontal bars and trampolines, gravity-defying 
juggling, and an absurdist rendition of Romeo 
and Juliet on a miniature stage. This may be 
the most fun you could ever have at a funeral.

Reveling in her role 
as a man, Chevalier must pay hush money to 
a pair of servants (Joseph Estlack and Sam 
Misner) whose venal and carnal appetites are 
whetted to distraction, in all directions, by the 
scent of a “juicy intrigue.” Director Jessica 
Heidt’s energetic Jazz Age staging blends 
seamlessly with a fresh and lucid new transla- 
tion-adaptation by Ann and George Crowe, 
while the physically stylized yet coolly assured 
performances of her fine cast strike a winning 
balance between the play’s broad comedy and 
thematic subtlety.

So two of his former 
privates-turned-song-and-dance men, along 
with their love interests-and a chorus of per- 
formers, decide to put on a show (where 
else?) in the barn of the inn. During the re- 
hearsals, the show is “threatened” (but not re- 
ally) by lovers’ spats, a slower-than-molasses 
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local stagehand, and an overstressed director. 
White Christmas is all about Berlin’s music — 
and musical theater aficionados as well as 
those seeking 1950s nostalgia won't be disap- 
pointed with such numbers as “Sisters,” 
“Snow,” “Love, You Didn't Do Right by Me,” 
and, of course, the “White Christmas” finale, 
when it does indeed snow in San Francisco. 
Some may find this show rather sweet and 
hokey, but with terrific tap dance numbers, a 
beautifully detailed set, and winning perform- 
ances by the lead actors, White Christmas 
might just be the remedy for any holiday 
cynic.

Matt, the clever one, is also pursuing his acting 
career on the sly from bigger, handsomer, in- 
genuous pal Ben) when a script falls from the 
sky, or ceiling, anyway, with the title Good Will 
Hunting, and (dude, check it out) their names 
are on the byline! Even those not necessarily 
interested in these Hollywood lugs might an- 
ticipate some juicy opportunities for cultural 
satire, but there the results are surprisingly 
spotty and rather weak — although the per- 
formances from Dean and Mitchell are sharp 
and amusing in this hour-long piece ably di- 
rected by Christopher Jenkins.

Groenveld underscores the 
ambiguity by working in the star of Ben and 
Lia’s favorite soap, Trixie Evans (Alexandra 
Creighton). Moreover, we sense something 
risky in all this from the outset: Ben is an offi- 
cially “missing person” when the play begins. 
Willful self-invention indeed takes a sinister 
turn as someone else’s far-less friendly fantasy 
life starts showing up unbidden on postcards 
outside Ben’s door. Still, the play, directed by 
Tracy Ward, seems unsure of what questions it 
wants to ask through all this, while its humor 
and pathos can alternately fall flat or sit awk- 
wardly together.

Instead he sits quietly 
folding red paper cranes. Porcelain brought 
American playwright Chay Yew instant 
award-winning recognition when it pre- 
miered, in London in 1992 (it had its Bay 
Area premiere the following year, in a produc- 
tion at Theatre Rhinoceros). This acclaim 
clearly had less to do with its fairly conven- 
tional plot devices, half-developed subthemes, 
or occasionally amateurish passages than its 
daring look at the interplay of'racism and ho- 
mophobia, including their internalized di- 
mensions, in the life and mind of its protago- 
nist. Crowded Fire opens its ninth season with 
Yew’s play, and director Mei Ann Teo gives 
Porcelain an elegantly designed, smoothly exe- 
cuted production, though one lacking enough 
in necessary intensity that the play’s clunkier 
aspects can overwhelm it.

The first half of 
the play is less successful: Though the scenes 
move quickly and smoothly under Bill Eng- 
lish’s direction, we never fully get the passion 
between Peter and Rita, making the play’s 
final message about the power of love seem 
empty like the relationship between them.

A Touch of Spice Like so many other cine- 
matic historians, filmmaker Tassos Boul- 
metis traces a sweeping narrative through 
the lens of a boy’s coming-of-age in his 
semiautobiographical A Touch of Spice. The 
protagonist here is Fanis (Georges Cor- 
raface), a Greek boy who grows up in his 
grandfather's spice shop before his immedi- 
ate family is deported from Istanbul. Fanis 
grows up an outsider, spurned from his 
country of origin and looked on with suspi- 
cious eyes in Greece. In these difficult cir- 
cumstances he finds himself by channeling 
his grandfather’s folksy culinary philoso- 
phies into his own instinctual cooking style. 
The history here is certainly underreported, 
but the narrative feels overplotted to the 
point of contrivance — between the flash- 
backs and chapters (the film is divided into 
three parts: “appetizers,” “main course,” and 
“desserts” ), the film’s excessive segmentation 
is a sure sign of an overstuffed story. As is al- 
ways the case with these sentimental histo- 
ries, the past is draped with cloying lyricism 
and nostalgia. The food looks great, but A 
Touch of Spice needs a bit more kick to be 
swallowed.

The narrative throws plenty of , 
obstacles at Moshe and Malli but always in- 
dulges their faith; by the end, a narrative’s 
resolution is cut from divine intervention’s 
cloth.

Ballets Russes Dan Geller and Dayna 
Goldfine’s documentary Ballet Russes is fab- 
ulously entertaining — a great yarn, well 
spun. Though Geller and Goldfine have 
made a film on dance before (1988’s Isadora 
Duncan: Movement from the Soul), Russes’s 
hook isn’t the art form but the people, most 
of them very old. The film untangles the 
complicated strands of Sergei Diaghilev’s 
descendants. When Diaghilev, creator of Di- 
aghilev’s Ballets Russes in Monte Carlo, died 
in 1929, his company died with him. Out of 
the ashes rose two ensembles: one of the 
them the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, the 
other the Original Ballet Russe. (Just to 
make things even more confusing, for a 
while in the ’40s there was also a Grand Bal- 
let de Monte Carlo.) Like members of any 
family with an inheritance, the two compa- 
nies fiercely competed for dancers, for cho- 
reographers, and for audiences. The inter- 
views Geller and Goldfine conducted gave 
them access to an extraordinary treasure 
trove of photos, film, programs, and flyers 
from a period of nonstop traveling by both 
companies that brought ballet to the hinter- 
lands of America. Russes’ greatest pleasure, 
however, is meeting so many of these 
dancers, most of them well into their 80s 
and still full of sparkle and enthusiasm, 
ready to do it all over again.

Bee Season Child actors don’t get much 
more self-consciously adorable than Flora 
Cross, who plays Eliza Naumann - the 
sleeper child in Bee Season’s family of over- 
achievers, headed up by an annoying pro- 
fessorial stage dad (Richard Gere) anda 
furtive mom with a secret (Juliette 
Binoche). Directors Scott McGehee and 
David Siegel would undoubtedly love to 
have Cross’s performance compared to 
those of Spanish waif Ana Torrent, whose 
appearances in The Spirit of the Beehive and 
Cria! so acutely embody the sadness and 
beauty, the complex shades and formative 
power, of childhood. But for that to happen 
Cross needs a better frame. The directors 
obviously dote on their Bay Area backdrops 
and do their darnedest to make the meta- 
physical concrete; the ineffable, literal - lov- 
ingly lingering on shots of giant letters dan- 
gling via helicopter over the Bay, and rely- 
ing on CGI to turn Eliza’s thought process 
into birds and flowers. But try as they might

Capote Truman Capote’s life resists easy 
summary, so it’s appealing that the first Hol- 
lywood biopic on the author ignores formu- 
la and'turns one agonizing chapter of his life 
into an opportunity for an essay. Though 
Capote is based on the 1988 Gerard Clarke 
biography, Bennett Miller’s film actually has 
a lot more in common with Janet Malcolm’s 
1990 The Journalist and the Murderer (a rela- 
tionship the filmmakers also acknowledge).

Seymour Hoffman) as the illustration of the 
question Malcolm so artfully dodged: What,

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really, do journalists owe their subjects? In 
this case, what did the glittering Capote owe 
the two killers who lent him their life stories 
for his nonfiction “novel”? Hints of the 
hundred separate movies that could be 
made from Capote’s life emerge in key de- 
tails: The scarf he rattles like a saber in 
Kansas’s cop HQ calls to mind the family 
warfare that accompanied his growing up 
gay in the ’30s and ’40s; the bottle of booze 
he doesn’t seem to leave home without fore- 
shadows a grim decline.

Charles 
Schine (Clive Owen) and Lucinda Harris 
(Jennifer Aniston) are married corporate 
execs who meet on the commuter train to 
Chicago. After some cutesy flirting, the two 
decide to pursue the affair in a dive hotel in 
the city (the film revives the Reagan era's 
fear and loathing of all things urban). But 
before you can wonder what Brad thinks of 
Jen’s big scene, an amusingly articulate thug 
comes upon the lovebirds for money and 
kicks, Upon discovering the two execs are 
“messing around,” he begins blackmailing 
them, and the movie chugs along towards 
its inevitable plot twists and script-doctored 
climaxes. Derailed is an ominous name for a 
first business venture, and, indeed, the film 
lives up to the title within its first reel when 
we realize these characters don’t make 
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sense, and, worse yet, we don’t care what 
happens to them; one moment Charles is an 
ineffectual homebody, and the next he’s 
stabbing some hooligan. Whatever, as long 
as it’s all over soon, (1:40) Century 20, Four 
Star, Kabuki, 1000 Van Ness. (Goldberg) 
The Dying Gaul The first directorial feature 
by playwright-scenarist Craig Lucas (Long- 
time Companion, Prelude to a Kiss) was 
passed on by major-league distributors; it 
has ended up as perhaps the starriest and 
slickest US feature ever captured by ever-gay- 
subject-matter-friendly Strand Releasing. 
One worries the unappetizingly titled film 
may still be too thorny even for most gay-au- 
diences, let alone average art-house ones. It’s 
not exactly a feel-good movie, allowing for 
the fact that seeing Campbell Scott and Peter 
Sarsgaard naked together and screwing can 
indeed feel pretty good. Sarsgaard plays 
Robert, an NYC writer flown to La La Land 
by studio executive Jeffrey (Scott), who 
wants his screenplay — one he’d written for 
the lover who recently died of AIDS and that 
Jeffrey’s wife, Elaine (Patricia Clarkson), pro- 
nounces “perfect.” Yet it is the way of Holly- 
wood that perfection can always be im- 
proved on, or at least made more mar- 
ketable; thus Jeffrey begins seducing Robert 
into creative compromises. He also seduces 
him in the more traditional fashion, even as 
oblivious cuckold Elaine takes a passionate, 
quasimaternal interest in the still-grieving 
author. When her good intentions get wire-

crossed with the boys’ misbehavior, this 
loaded triangle takes several perverse, even- 
tually macabre turns. Adapted from his stage 
play, Lucas’s script cuts sharp as a knife, re- 
calling the terse psychological sadism of vin- 
tage Harold Pinter, albeit with more warmly 
rounded characters. (1:29) Embarcadero, 
Shattuck, Smith Rafael.

Ellie Parker Shot over the four years dyring 
which Naomi Watts won fame, Ellie Parker 
confirms that Watts is far more talented 
than a star need be. In the title role, as a 
small-time Aussie actress whizzing around 
Hollywood from one hopeless audition to 
another, her ability to change gears and 
fling herself into a part at will is scary, if not 
overbearing. Otherwise, this shapeless, frag- 
mented satirical comedy, written and di- 
rected on a pauper’s budget by Scott Coffey 
(who also plays a hideously flaky potential 
boyfriend), periodically wears out its wel- 
come — it has the characteristic bloat of a 
short indulged to feature-length, with too 
much inert, flabby connective tissue be- 
tween the truly spiky, caustic bits. And the 
store-bought digicam videography looks 
just as crummy and desperate as authentic. 
But viewers should have fun noticing nu- 
merous parallels with David Lynch’s Mul- 
holland Drive, and Chevy Chase puts in a 
fine, washed-up performance as Ellie’s 
agent — like Bill Murray, the melancholy of 
late middle age suits him.

Its PG-13 rating is well earned, with sinister 
spookiness and kids-in-peril all but replac- 
ing whimsy and wonder (though one of 
Harry’s first lines, after witnessing the 
TARDIS-like powers of a tent that looks 
tiny on the outside and spacious on the in- 
side, could be a bumper sticker for the se- 
ries: “I love magic!”)

military service itself, as seen through the 
wide eyes of a young marine named Swoff 
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(Jake Gyllenhaal). Based on Anthony Swof- 
ford’s acclaimed memoir, and directed with 
artful composure by American Beauty's Sam 
Mendes, Jarhead is an incredibly timely, 
well-acted film that crystallizes the unglam- 
orous, and even pointless, mechanics of 
modern warfare into two searing hours. 
Though some of the members of Swoff’s 
unit occasionally slip into caricature, even 
the sporadic mixed-message moment (rifles 
are fetishized, while Scud missiles are not) 
makes sense in Jarhead’s milieu of conflicts 
both personal and political, both of which 
still resonate today. “We never have to come 
back to this shit hole ever again!” exclaims 
one soldier when Desert Storm abruptly 
ends.

‘= ’Matters of Life and Death: Recent Films 
by Jay Rosenblatt’ Mixing the universally 
impersonal (newsreels, old educational 
movies) with the immediately personal (his 
own home movies), Jay Rosenblatt leaves 
you to close the gap, and you appreciate the 
delegation and trust. He takes the hard way 
with his found footage, refusing to score off 
it, instead imbuing it with a newfound 
specificity. At their most ominous these 
shorts tend toward a disquieting stillness, 
crafted with a clinical edge. The individual 
films are chains of vignettes, cut with as- 
tringent irony, even when capturing sub- 
jects of great charm and vivacity, such as his 
young daughter (as in I Used to Be a Film- 
maker, a witty conception of fatherhood as 
formalist filmmaking). An apparent para- 
dox — a self-effacing personal filmmaker 
— Rosenblatt lets intertitles address the 
viewer, eschewing first-person narration for 
a necessary distance. Anchoring this collec- 
tion is Phantom Limb, an unsettling free- 
wheeler first centering on the childhood 
death of Rosenblatt’s younger brother, com- 
plete with haunting home movies of the 
dead boy, then moving outward through in- 
terviews with a cemetery director and phan- 
tom-limb possessor. Some of the odder seg- 
ments, such as a squirming sheep sheared in 
slow motion as a grave female voice reads 
from Advice for a Grieving Parent, hearken 
back to the searing sense of discovery that 
marks earlier shorts such as Prayer, an eerie 
post-9/11 marriage of Muslim-Christian 
genuflection and duck-and-cover footage.

= Paradise Now When independent film- 
makers in the United States started out, 
their aim was to show an America that Hol- 
lywood never put onscreen: ordinary peo- 
ple, speaking how they really speak, shot in 
towns and cities far from back-lot facades. 
Today Palestinian filmmakers are often 
driven by a parallel mandate: to show the 
world the shape of Palestinian lives far from 
exploding bombs and breaking-news 
broadcasts. Amsterdam-based Palestinian 
filmmaker Hany Abu-Assad is intent on 
capturing the inanities and insanities of life 
in occupied territory. Paradise Now, his lat- 
est film (after Ford Transit and Rana’s Wed- 
ding, among others), is a seriocomic thriller 
with a dose of romance. Shot in 35mm 
under virtually battlefront conditions, it 
resolutely keeps its lens — and our eyes, 
minds, and hearts — on the script. The re- 
sult is far more engrossing, and ultimately 
far more deadly, when a pair of slacker 
friends are tapped for a fatal honor: to be 
their town’s next suicide bombers in a mis- 
sion targeting Tel Aviv. Paradise Now is as 
much about its characters’ mind-sets as 
ours. In a way, Abu-Assad is building a 
bridge of subjectivity in the form of a mad- 
cap thriller.

Corporation indignation 


ou know how much you already despise Wal-Mart? The latest doc from Robert Greenwald (Outfoxed: Rupert Murdoch's 

War on Journalism; Uncovered: The Iraq War) will make you fear and loathe it even more. The unscrupulous megaretailer is 

exposed from every angle: its devastating effect on small businesses and communities; its inadequate health care plans; 
its rabid antiunion stance; the racism and sexism sprinkled throughout its ranks; its blatant disregard for environmental issues; 
its practice of importing nearly all of its goods (churned from company sweatshops in countries like China, Bangladesh, and 
Honduras); and — perhaps most offensively — its faux-homespun television advertisements, which cast a golden glow on a 
corporation that clearly cares not for human beings, but for cold, hard cash. (See: the Walton family, comprised entirely of 
multibillionaires.) Personal stories from a huge variety of employees (including several management types with over 10 years 
of Wal-Mart service) mix with tales from grocery- and hardware-store owners pounded out of business by you-know-who. 
Wal-Mart's CEO, Lee Scott, refused to directly participate in the film, so Greenwald uses internal company footage as well as 
news reports to illustrate the discord between Wal-Mart rhetoric and Wal-Mart reality. Catch the film at one of its local theatri- 
cal engagements, or go to www.walmartmovie.com to find smaller screening-and-discussion events.

The 
dance styles remain the same, however, regardless 
of the pairing, from the jumping jacks and dash- 
ing runs of the quickstep to the head-whipping 
drama of standard tango. 

Under the pinkish archways of downtown 
Sacramento's Masonic Temple function hall, in 
heats separated by gender and skill level, some 30 
to 40 dancers squared off in the realms of waltz, 
fox-trot, cha-cha, rumba, and other standard and 


Latin dances, a handful of frowningly serious 
judges watching over the swirling couples from the 
sidelines. A modest crowd of same-sex dance 
junkies cheered for their favorite couples, who 
hailed from in town (Sacramento’s same-sex 
dance organization Sac DanceSport put on the 
event), San Francisco’s Metronome Ballroom, and 
as far away as New York City, Hungary, Bulgaria, 
Germany, and the UK. 

Germany’s Detlev and Vesselin were lithe and 
graceful in matching tails (picture an extremely 
tall Fred Astaire leading a goateed Gene Kelly 
sporting Johnny Depp hair) and made full use of 
the floor, speeding across it with the sweeping 
movements at which long-legged men can excel. 
In femmie pantsuits, the most polished dancers in 
the women’s competition, Caroline and Petra — 
also from Germany, and champions back home — 
rocked a glamorous black-and-white motif from 
the tops of their matching slicked-back blond and 
brunette bobs down to their shoes (each wore one 
white and one black). Midway through one heat, a 
female couple switched leads, the glittery ballgo- 
wned lady suddenly leading her tuxedoed partner, 
Such gender play underlined a liberating aspect of 


same-sex dancing — you can choose whether to 
lead or follow, and who says you can’t do both? 

After dinner we found our way back to the hall 
for a showcase featuring the day’s winners as well as 
dancers from Sac DanceSport. Robert and Gergely 
from Hungary — shaved blond heads, intentionally 
mismatched homemade rubber corsets — brought 
down the house with their championship-winning 
pasa doble, which resembles a stomping, rapid-fire 
bullfight and, in their interpretation, was kind of 
light industrial goth meets Madrid bullring. 

Allin all, the event felt like a work in progress. 
The organizers were harried, the skill level of com- 
petitors and performers mixed. But it had prom- 
ise. Unlike the straight scene, same-sex ballroom 
as a sport is still getting off the ground in North 
America, though it will feature in next year’s Gay 
Games in Chicago as well as Montreal’s competing 
World Out Games (the two are currently em- 
broiled in a huge catfight). It was difficult to say 
how the Sacramento event fit into a larger context, 
because the world of competitive same-sex dance 
hasn't quite sorted itself out. Competitions occur, 
and champions are crowned, but events aren't ex- 
actly connected to each other in an organized, 
clear-cut qualifying hierarchy. 

The Europeans are far ahead of us in this re- 
gard. London and Berlin both have a large scene, 
the Eurogames host a big annual competition, and 
the most polished performers of the evening in 
Sacramento were definitely those who'd made the

cross-Atlantic trek. Still, New York represented 
well — one male couple from back east danced the 
event's best cha-cha, rocking skintight black outfits 
with red flames that highlighted their mesmeriz- 
ingly muscled posteriors. 

And while the national same-sex scene still has 
issues to resolve, one of the biggest controversies re- 
lates to couples who are attempting to break into 
straight competition. Jim Fraser, chair of the legal 
commission of the International DanceSport Fed- 
eration, certainly doesn’t approve. He has been 
quoted in the New York Times comparing the desire 
of same-sex couples to enter his world to wishing to 
inject unrelated “ethnic” qualities into a folk dance. 
He also claims, according to the London Times, that 
“the question of same-sex dancing does not come 
up any more than the question of dancing with 
some other species,” and that removing the male-fe- 
male dynamic makes it a different sport entirely. 
Well, this member of the species wants to dance. 
And yes, it is strictly ballroom too. %
